I N ns FiRSi meeting since the 
Atlanta convention, the newly 
elected ANA Board of Governors 
gathered in Colorado Springs at ANA 
headquarters during the weekend of 
December 4-6, 1987. We spent the 
first day in a seminar focusing on the 
roles of board members in a nonprofit 
organization and developing shon-term 
goals for our ANA. It was a very pro- 
ductive and interesting session and 
prepared us for the board meeting 
to follow. 

The next day and a half was spent 
discussing a myriad of items. I referred 
a number of issues to committees for 
thorough study, with reports of their 
conclusions and recommendations due 
for the Board’s next meeting in March 
at the midwinter convention in Little 
Rock. T his method of operation should 
accomplish several things, most impor- 
tant being more careful study of all 
proposals brought before the Board. 

By working with committees, more 
time can be devoted to intelligent 
thinking, with no decisions being made 
in haste. This procedure also will cut 
down the Board’s workload, allowing 
it to concentrate more energy on im- 
proving communication with members 
and planning for the future. 

As mentioned, the Board targeted 
major goals for the Association, involv- 
ing the areas of membership, financial 
stability and image. The first and fore- 
most concern is the ANA’s loss of 
membership in recent years. It is our 
goal to stop this decline during the next 
fiscal year and gradually build our 
membership base in 1989. The Mem- 
bership Committee, chaired by ANA 
member Mike Haynes, is striving to 
help the ANA Board and staff meet 
this goal. 


The second goal is to maintain a bal- 
anced budget so that our ANA can 
continue to offer a variety of valuable 
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membership services. At the Little Rock 
convention, the Finance Committee, 
headed by ANA Governor David 
Ganz, will present to the Board a bal- 
anced budget for fiscal year 1988-89. 

Finally, we must improve our Asso- 
ciation’s image in the eyes of the mem- 
bership and the public in general. 
However, this is a goal for all mem- 
bers, not just the ANA .staff and your 
elected Board. Let’s talk about the 
positive aspects and benefits of our 
ANA throughout the year to come.

Your ar- 
ticles on modern coins seem to follow 
this formula, but what happened to 
those about ancient Roman and Byzan- 
tine coins.^ 

In October 1987 you published a 
pleasant article on anonymous Byzan- 
tine folles by David Cervin (“Anony- 
mous Bronze Coinage of the Byzantine 
Empire,” pp. 2101-06). It can serve as 
an introduaion for beginning col- 
lectors, and it should spark interest in 
the series, but, nevertheless, it is rid- 
dled with errors. 

On the first page of the article, we 
learn about a Vandal takeover of Rome 
in 476, when, in fact, the Vandals 


sacked Rome in 455 and promptly left. 
Cervin most likely was alluding to the 
deposition of the last emperor of the 
Western Roman Empire. 

Cervin also implies that no one col- 
lected Byzantine coins until about 20 
years ago, quite a surprise since many 
of the greatest present-day collections 
were formed in the 19th and early- 
20th centuries. All standard works on 
the subject, prior to 1966, were writ- 
ten at that time, and the greatest single 
auction of this type of coin took place 
in 1930. 

The author tells us that the Chris- 
tian symbolism so often found on 
Byzantine coins was unusual because 
of a “numismatic tradition that coins 
should have a secular appearance and 
characteristics.” Are all the gods and 
goddesses that constantly appear on 
Greek and Roman coins secular?

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Finally, he states that a detailed study 
of Class A ornamentation has not been 
done. This simply shows that the au- 
thor is unaware of Volume III of 
Catalogue of the Byzantine Coins in the 
Dumbarton Oaks Collection and in the 
Whittemore Collection (the standard 
work on the series, published in 197 3 
and edited by P. Grierson), which does 
exactly that on pages 634-47. 

The plural form of “follis” is ren- 
dered as “folli,” an inexcusable mistake 
for the correct “folles.” “Cruciger” is 
defined as “a cross” rather than as 
‘‘bearing a cross” (as in ‘‘globus cruci- 
ger”). The definition of ‘‘cross potent” 
is really a mixed-up version of a ‘‘pa- 
triarchal cross.” 

One may say that I’m being pedan- 
tic in pointing out these fairly minor 
mistakes, especially since this article is 
not a scholarly one and is intended on- 


ly for beginners. However, a simple ar- 
ticle can become the gateway to a 
whole new world of collecting, and I 
think The Numismatist must take care 
to avoid errors that then have to be 
unlearned. 1 do hope you will have 
more articles about ancient coins in the 
future, but I really hope they can be 
more thoroughly checked first.

PORTUGAL: 

Coins Celebrate the 
Golden Era of Discovery 

During the 15th and 16th centuries, 
Portuguese navigators and explorers 
accomplished many of the most re- 
markable and important achievements 
in maritime history. At a time when 
it was thought that the world was flat, 
this tiny nation defied myths and 
spread its influence across three con- 
tinents and two oceans. 

The Portuguese State Mint has an- 
nounced a new .series of legal-tender 
coins commemorating the 500th anni- 
versary of the Golden Era of Portu- 
guese Discoveries. An issue of four 
100-escudo coins has been author- 
ized in gold, silver, platinum, palladi- 
um and copper-nickel to commemo- 
rate the rounding of the Cape of Good 
Hope and the discovery of a sea route 
to the Indies. 

At the beginning of the 15th cen- 
tury, Europeans thought the ocean fell 
off the edge of the earth at Cape Bo- 
jador, just off the northwest coast of 


Africa. In 1434 Gil Eanes, in a bark less 
than 50 feet in length, broke this im- 
aginary barrier and rounded the Cape. 

One coin commemorates Gil Eanes’ 
conquest. Another piece honors Nuno 
1 ristao, Portugal’s most distinguished 
caravel captain, who ventured farther 
south along the coast of Africa and 
discovered Cape Blanco in 1441 and 
the Senegal River in 1444. He and 18 
crewmen were killed by natives while 
exploring the Gambia River in 1446 
on his fourth voyage of discovery. 

Diogo Cao, one of the Portuguese 
pilots who taught the world the science 
of navigation, is honored on a third 
coin. Over the course of two voyages 
(1482-86), Cao mapped 1,450 miles of 


African coastline and became the first 
European to reach Cape Cross at the 
7'ropic of Capricorn. 

In August 1487 Bartolomeu Dias de- 
parted Lisbon and headed south on 
what was to become one of history’s 
great sea adventures. After a 16-month 
voyage in which he traveled 16,000 
miles, Dias returned with good news: 
he had found a sea route to the Indies. 
A coin marking the 500th anniversary 
of Dias’ discovery completes the series. 

Portrayed on the obverse of each 
coin is a detailed representation of a 
1 5th-century ship. The coins were de- 
signed by a team of five Portuguese 
.sculptors working under the direction 
of the Lisbon Navy Museum. The

Legal-Tender Issue 
Spotlights Jericho 

Three legal-tender coins have been 
issued by the government of Israel to 
honor Jericho, the oldest city in Israel. 
Today only a few thousand people, 
mostly Moslems, live in and around 
Jericho, but it continues to be one of 
the most visited sites in Israel, d'he 
coins comprise the sixth issue in a se- 
ries commemorating historical sites in 
the Holy Land, featuring on previous 
pieces the cities ot Qumran, Herodion, 
Kidron Valley, Capernum and Acre. 

The issue consists of a frosted proof 
gold 5 new sheqalim containing 'A 
ounce of pure gold (mintage, 4,000); 
a frosted proof silver 1 new sheqel, 
almost Vi ounce of .850 fine silver 
(9,000); and a brilliant uncirculated 


silver '/z new sheqel, almo.st ’A ounce 
of .850 fine silver (9,000). 

All three coins will be 1 2-sided, rep- 
resenting the 12 Tribes of Israel, and 
share an obverse design created by 
Gideon Keich and sculpted by Tidhar 
Dagan. In the foreground, a circular 
stone tower of the famed walls of Jeri- 
cho, built in the Neolithic period, sym- 
bolizes the transition of man from a 
nomadic hunter to a permanent mem- 
ber of an organized community. I'wo 
palm trees above the tower allude to 
frequent Biblical references to Jericho 
as the “City of Palm IVees.” 

The continued Jewish presence in 
the city is represented by the men- 
orah, lulav (palm branch) and shofar 
(trumpet), and the Aramaic inscription 
“Peace on Israel,” taken from a mo- 
.saic floor ot a 7th-century Jericho syn- 
agogue. rhe Moslem influence is sym-

bolized by pillars and a geometric relief 
from the magnificent winter palace 
built by Omayyad Khalif, Hisham in 
724 at Khirbat Mafjar on the outskirts 
of Jericho.

World Food Day 

Every year the United Nations’ Food 
and Agricultural Organization (FAO)

they produce much of the world’s food, 
are most affected by famine. 

observes World Food Day to help 
draw public attention to and move 
toward solving the problem of world 
hunger. In conjunaion with the annual 
event, FAO organizes a design com- 
petition for a World Food Day medal. 

Held in cooperation with a national 
anists’ or medalists’ society in one of 


its member countries, the 1987 com- 
petition was conducted in Portugal in 
collaboration with the Portuguese 
State Mint. The winner of the com- 
petition, Jose Aurelio, has created nu- 
merous medals, sculptures and foun- 
tains, and designed the Portuguese 
250-escudo coin issued for the FAO 
World Fisheries Conference in 1984. 

World Food Day 1987 is dedicated 
to small farmers who produce most 
of the food but who, paradoxically, 
are most affected by famine. For 
the obverse of the medal, Aurelio car- 
ries out this theme, showing a farm- 
ing couple in the fertile environment 
they have created through their labor 
and sacrifice, together with the inscrip- 
tion WORLD FOOD DAY / 16 OCTO- 
BER 1987. The reverse symbolizes the 
FAO’s worldwide efforts in agriculture.

Russian-American 
Commemorative Marks 
Historic First 

A 5-ounce, .999 fine silver medal has 
been struck by the Leningrad Mint, 
under the auspices of the Russian 
government, as a symbol of the spirit 
of “glasnost,” Russian-American peace 
and cooperation. 

The commemorative is the result of 
an unprecedented cooperative effort by 
an American company and the Russian 
government. The idea was conceived 
and developed by Gene Czaplinsky,

Coin of Malibu, California, and his 
wife, Azmina, who spent almost two 
years working on the project. Czaplin- 
sky, a Russian immigrant who spent 
his first six years in post-World War 
II German refugee camps, refused to 
give up on the idea. After five trips to 
the Soviet Union, months of negotia- 
tions with officials, and resolution of 
thousands of bureaucratic details, his 
dream became a reality. 

The obverse, created by Alexander 
Polodkin, chief designer of the Mos- 
cow Mint, features two hands clasped 
together in friendship against a back- 
drop of U.S. and Russian flags. The re- 
verse, designed by Tim Haskin, Amer- 
ican wildlife artist, depicts a mother 
polar bear and her cub with the bilin- 
gual inscription “Defence of Nature.” 

The Russian-American Peace and 
Cooperation commemorative medal 


will be produced in a limited edition 
of 10,000 pieces. Each medal carries 
a certificate of authenticity from the 
Ministry of Finance and Bank for 
Foreign Trade, USSR. The medal is 
priced at S 195; a portion of the prof- 
its from the sale will be donated to 
children’s funds in the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union.

Highlighted 
in the upper right-hand corner of the 
card is a portion of the 3 -cent territorial 
stamp of King Kamehameha I.

Bows Expands Volume on 
Vietnam Military Tokens 

The release of an expanded second 
edition of US. & Allied Military Tokens 
of Vietnam 1962-1973 has been an- 
nounced by its author, Ray Bows, a 
retired U.S. Army Master Sergeant 
and owner of Bows and Sons Precious 
Metals in Hanover, Massachusetts. 

Prior to August 3 1 , 1965, U.S. pa- 
per currency was used on military in- 
stallations in Vietnam, but the only 
U.S. coinage in the country was the 
pocket change brought over by arriv- 
ing military personnel. Tokens were 
issued under the authority of local unit 
commanders for use in slot machines, 
which were prime sources of revenue 
for most clubs for enlisted men and of- 
ficers. Although intended specifically 
for this use, these tokens were some- 


times exchanged between GIs in lieu 
of coins. 

After August 1965, military pay- 
ment certificates in lower denomina- 
tions became available and alleviated 
the small change shortage. Tokens con- 
tinued to be issued in ever-increasing 
quantities to operate slot machines, 
juke boxes and vending machines. 

Bows says the tokens issued in Viet- 
nam should not be confused with their 
look-alike counterparts issued by U.S. 
forces in other parts of the world be- 
cause the Vietnam pieces were issued 
during combat. The Vietnam tokens 
have many errors and were produced 
with little regard to aesthetics. 

Bows’ first listing of these tokens, 
published in 1983, described more 
than 1,500 issues that he obtained 
while stationed in Vietnam from June 
1968 to June 1969. The revised edi-

Donna Pope, Director of the United 
States Mint, recently announced sales 
statistics for the Statue of Liberty coins 
through October 30, 1987. These to- 
tals may be adjusted by small amounts 
in the future to reflect updates in sales 
figures from retail reconciliations and 
from credit card chargebacks. 

Surcharges raised through October 
30, 1987, for the Statue of Liberty/ 
Ellis Island Foundation, Inc., totaled 
S83, 149,3 16, including clad coin sur- 
charges of $15,707,270; silver coin sur- 
charges of $49,967,9 1 1 ; and gold coin 
surcharges of $17,474,135. 

A total of 7,853,635 Statue of Lib- 
erty clad half dollars were sold, com- 
prised of 6,925,627 proof coins minted 



Sales of proof Statue of Liberty $1 
silver coins through October 30, 1987, 
totaled 6,414,638 pieces. 


at San Francisco and 928,008 uncir- 
culated coins struck at Denver. 

Sales of the Statue of Liberty $ 1 sil- 
ver coin included 6,414,638 proofs 
produced at San Francisco and 723,635 
uncirculated coins minted at Philadel- 
phia, for a total of 7,1 38,273 coins.

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man who shot John Allen, a coin 
dealer from Middletown, Ohio, dur- 
ing a holdup attempt on November 
24, 1987. 

Just after 6 p.m. Allen closed his 
shop. City Centre Coins, and was es- 
corted to his car by a security guard.

Legislation Calls for 
Ike Commemorative 

Representative William F. Goodling 
(R- Pennsylvania) introduced legislation 



Although Eisenhower already has been 
honored on a dollar coin (1971-78), 
legislation supporting an Eisenhower 
commemorative to note the centennial 
of his birth was introduced in Novem- 
ber 1987. 

on November 18, 1987, that calls for 
striking of a silver dollar to commem- 
orate the centennial of Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower’s birth in 1890. Goodling, 
whose district includes Eisenhower’s 
Gettysburg home, said that the sugges- 
tion for the coin came from the 
Gettysburg-ba.sed Dwight David Eisen- 
hower Society. 
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Although Eisenhower already is hon- 
ored on a legal-tender dollar coin, 
issued from 1971-78, Goodlinghas re- 
ceived positive feedback about the 
commemorative. The bill, which had 
35 sponsors as of December 3, would 
require the Secretary of the Treasury 
to strike and issue up to 10 million S 1 
coins in uncirculated and proof ver- 
sions. The obverse would bear a por- 
trait of Eisenhower and the reverse 
would depict his Gettysburg home. 

If approved by Congress and signed 
into law, the program would run from 
January 1, 1990, to December 31, 
1990. Each coin would bear a S9 sur- 
charge that would be used to reduce 
the national debt. Silver for the coins 
must come from the Strategic Stock- 
pile. The bill was referred to the House 
Committee on Banking, Finance and 
Urban Affairs. 


Police Seek Clues in 
Harmer Rooke Burglary 

Thieves broke into Harmer Rooke 
Numismatists’ New York City Galler- 
ies sometime between 1 and 4 a.m., 
Tuesday, December 1, 1987, and 
walked off with more than $ 1 million 
in rare coins, bank notes, and various 
ancient artifacts. The burglary was 
discovered by Howard S. Rose, direc- 
tor of Harmer Rooke Galleries, when 
he entered the offices that morning. 

The firm occupies the entire sixth 
floor of a building at 3 East 57th 
Street, directly across the street from 
Tiffany’s. Police investigators said that 
the burglars entered through a hole 
they made in one of the firm’s rear 
walls, behind which was a stairway. A 
hole was cut into the main vault. “The 
burglars were obviously professional,” 


comments Rose. 

Taken was a good percentage of 
material that had been consigned for 
an auction, which was tentatively 
scheduled for late January. “All valu- 
ables in our galleries, including all auc- 
tion consignments, are fully insured,” 
emphasizes Joseph H. Rose, Harmer 
Rooke president. “While this burglary 
is obviously a setback for us, we plan 
to continue holding auctions on a reg- 
ular basis and will soon announce 
when our next public sale will be held. 
We expect to be operating at normal 
levels shortly.”

relief Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
with Roman numerals; a 1792 cent 
without silver center by Henry Voigt; 
two scarce 1952 Bolivia 35 gramos 
gold pieces; and a broad range of 
U.S. type coins from half cent through 
silver dollar. 

Also taken were a wide range of an- 
cient Greek, Roman and Byzantine 
coins in gold, silver and bronze; and a 
group of ancient Egyptian artifacts, in- 
cluding scarabs, amulets and statuary.

1944 Steel Cent Discovered 
in **Unsearched” Bag 

Collector Rick Ortega of Jackson- 
ville, Florida, got more than he bar- 
gained for when he purchased an 
unsearched bag of 1943 steel cents at 
Jacksonville dealer Don Kittsmiller’s 
shop, Duval Coins. He discovered a 
1944 steel cent, which, according to 
some sources, is one of only four 
known to exist. 

Bringing the bag of cents home, 
Ortega spent the evening in the kitchen 
with his wife and children, sorting the 
coins by mint — no mintmark in a red 


bowl; “D” mintmark, blue bowl; and 
“S” mintmark, yellow bowl. Any cop- 
per coins that were accidentally in- 
cluded would be put in a butter dish. 

When only a handful of coins were 
left, Ortega’s wife, Debbie, asked what 
she should do with the 1944 cents. 
Ortega reminded her that copper coins 
belonged in the butter dish, but she 
replied that it wasn’t copper. 

Finding that the coin was attracted 
to a magnet, indicating that it was not 
copper, Ortega returned to the coin 
shop, where Kittsmiller expressed his 
belief that the coin likely was counter- 
feit. He suggested that Onega send it 
to the ANA Cenification Service for 
authentication. After what seemed an 
interminable wait, ANACS issued a 
cenificate of authenticity and Onega 
found himself the owner of a genuine 
1944 cent struck on a steel planchet.

Divers Recover Historic 
Columns Intended for 
San Francisco Mint 

Two 29 X 4-foot Doric columns and 
five sandstone blocks intended to grace 
the Greek Revival portico of the San 
Francisco Mint were recovered from 
an underwater site off the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia, Canada. The columns 


and blocks were part of the cargo of 
the Zephyr, a three-masted bark that 
set sail from Newcastle Island off the 
coast of British Columbia in the winter 
of 1872. Construction of the Mint 
had begun in 1864, and San Francis- 
co architects assigned to the project 
awaited the ship’s arrival— but the 
Zephyr never reached its destination. 

A blinding snowstorm during the 
early morning hours of February 1 3, 
1872, forced the Zephyr too close to 
the rocky shore of Mayne Island, off 
the east coast of Vancouver Island. Af- 
ter the rocks tore a hole in its side, the 
ship sank rapidly, taking the lives of the 
captain and another crew member. 
The ship’s fate was reported later that 
week in the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The wreckage was discovered more 
than 100 years later by members of the 
Underwater Archaeological Society of 


British Columbia, a volunteer organi- 
zation made up primarily of “divers 
from all walks of life.’’ In 1977 the site 
was designated a “Heritage Site,’’ but 
not until early last year was the group 
granted a permit to begin recovery of 
the huge sandstone pieces. On October 
14 the artifacts were lifted from the 
water by one of the largest crane barges 
along the coast. 

One column was taken to the New- 
castle Island quarry, which is now a 
provincial historic park. The other col- 
umn was brought to the Vancouver 
Maritime Museum, where it will be 
displayed with a plaque recording its 
history. The largest of the sandstone 
blocks measured 10x6x2 feet. One 
of the blocks will be moved to the 
Mayne Island Museum; the other four 
will be placed in Maffeo-Sutton Park 
at the Nanaimo ferry landing. •

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Don’t Miss the Boat! 

In their scramble to accumulate silver and gold coins, 
many collectors are missing out on a new channel of 
interest afforded by contemporary clad coinage. 


D O YOU SOMETIMES entertain the thought that the coin 
collecting hobby is losing some of its appeal? Do today’s 
prices for MS-65 coins and the apparent impossibility of 
finding anything worthwhile in circulation make you 
reminisce about the “good old days’’? If so, here is a reme- 
dy for your waning interest— one that will be kind to your pocketbook, too. 
You will experience the thrill of the search and be rewarded with personal 
satisfaction for accepting and overcoming a difficult challenge. In addition, the 
cost of all these benefits combined approximates the price of one MS-65 
common-date Morgan dollar. 

These statements are not exaggerated claims of the type rattled off by TV 
hucksters promoting mail-order health insurance for senior citizens. Instead, 
they honestly call attention to a facet of our hobby that is largely overlooked 
—assembling date and mintmark sets of current clad coinage. The Coinage 
Act of 1965, which dictated a change in the composition of United States 
dimes, quarters and half dollars, reducing or eliminating their silver content, 
resulted in the clad coins so familiar to us today. 

Just because clad coinage has driven all previous issues out of circulation, 
don’t be deceived into thinking that it is a simple task to complete such a 
collection. A little numismatic experiment will prove this point and, possibly, 
spark your interest in traveling a new collecting path. Strive to assemble high- 
grade sets of well-struck clad coins obtained completely from circulation. Do 
not include those issues struck solely for inclusion in mint sets. 

One of the first things you will discover is the poor quality of strike on clad 
coins minted during the first few years of issue. The nickel surface of these 
coins was harder than that of the previous silver issues and the Mint, in an 
effort to prolong die life, spaced the dies too far apart, resulting in shallow 
impressions that often do not show full design detail. 

On many early clad dimes, especially those minted in 1965, the last digit 
of the date is partially struck or flattened out. The eagle on the first clad quar- 
ter dollars generally is not struck with a complete set of breast feathers, and 
Washington’s portrait often lacks full hair detail. If you are alert when se-

lecting specimens for your sets, you will discover many other characteristics 
peculiar to clad coinage. 

Two practices that were introduced in the late ’60s helped reduce the 
availability of acceptable collectors’ pieces. Soon after clad coins reached the 
channels of commerce, banks complained that sharp edges on the reeding cut 
holes in the paper wrappers in which the coins were rolled. To remedy this 
problem, the Mint tumbled pristine coins in a machine similar to a cement 
mixer before releasing them to Federal Reserve banks. This procedure suc- 
cessfully dulled the reeding but also left many coins with gouges, scratches and 
rim damage. 

The Federal Reserve and other hanks added to the defacing when they in- 
stalled automatic coin- wrapping machines. In the process of rolling coins, 
these machines scraped circular abrasions into the field of the top and bottom 
coin of each roll. As coins flowed back into these banks they were re-wrapped, 
condemning countless numbers of coins to the same fate. 

When copper-nickel dimes, quarters and halt dollars replaced their silver 
counterparts, Gresham’s law — bad money drives out the good took effect. 
In a normal sequence of events, everyone strives to set aside examples of new 
coin types as curiosities or keepsakes. In the case of clad coinage the reverse 
took place. Astute citizens and speculators quickly began hoarding the older 
silver coins, permitting the base-metal issues to circulate freely. Because few 
clad coins were set aside while they were available in prime condition, a 
numismatic opportunity was lost for good. 

The out-of-the-ordinary events that ushered in the era of bimetallic coins 
have not placed insurmountable obstacles in your collecting path. In fact, they 
should add zest to your quest to obtain all dates and mintmarks of clad coins 
struck for circulation, a set comprising 2 3 different dates, the same number 
contained in the Buffalo nickel series. 

It may come as a surprise to find that the clad dime series now comprises 
44 different dates and mintmarks. The series includes a key date that offers 
a formidable challenge to collectors, the 1982 no-mintmark. Technically this 
coin is a mint error; however, its listing in A Guide Book of United States Coins 
(familiarly known as the Red Book) insures its acceptance as a legitimate 
member of the dime family, sharing equal rank with the 1922 no-mintmark 
Lincoln cent. 

The quarter dollar series contains 41 separate dates and mintmarks, a close 
second to the dime series in the number of pieces needed to make up a set. 
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Although coins bearing a particular mintmark may 
predominate in your geographical area, a diligent search 
should provide all the dimes and quarters required to com- 
plete these sets . . . 


This is the only clad denomination that has no key dates or issues produced 
only for inclusion in mint sets. However, the quarter’s widespread use and 
the prevalence of weakly struck pieces makes completion of this set an in- 
triguing task. 

The Kennedy half dollar set, including the 90- and 40-percent silver strik- 
ings, comprises 37 individual dates and mintmarks. In addition, the 1970-D 
was struck only for inclusion in mint sets, a policy that was repeated in 1987. 

The Eisenhower dollar has only 12 different dates and mintmarks on 
coins minted for circulation; its replacement, the Susan B. Anthony dollar, 
lays claim to only six. The 1973-P and 197 3-D Eisenhower dollars were 
minted solely for inclusion in mint sets, as were the 1981-PDS Anthony 
dollar specimens. 

Although coins bearing a particular mintmark may predominate in your 
geographical area, a diligent search should provide all the dimes and quarters 
required to complete these sets, with the exception, perhaps, of the 1982 no- 
mintmark dime. This error was discovered the same year it was minted, so 
the majority of these coins were retrieved from circulation soon after their 
release by the Cleveland and Boston Federal Reserve banks. The odds of find- 
ing this date in change or in bank rolls are astronomical, although theoretical- 
ly possible. If this coin is a must on your “want list,’’ save your time and 
eyesight by purchasing it from a dealer. 

The same advice applies when you decide to expand your basic set to add 
the 1970-D Kennedy dollar and other issues available only in mint sets. Such 
an insignificant number of these coins are unintentionally spent that searching 
for them is not worth the effort. All other Kennedy half dollars, including 
the 1964 through 1969 struck in silver or silver-clad composition, can be 
found with some frequency in half dollar rolls. In fact, I know of one collector 
who, by checking bank rolls, has acquired within the last six months four 
complete silver/ silver-clad sets plus more than two rolls of duplicate dates. 

Soon after word got out that it would be discontinued, the Eisenhower 
dollar ceased to be available, except in Nevada casinos. This high-mintage 
type was quickly hoarded, which creates a problem in finding examples for 
your set. Fortunately, solutions can be found. 

If you reside in or visit Nevada, you have access to sufficient quantities of 
these dollars to attain your goal. Two other alternatives are locating a bank 
that still has pieces stored in its vault or finding friends and relatives who will 
permit you to select needed dates from their accumulations. If all else fails. 
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Dealers often break up mint sets and put them in 
junk boxes, providing a great opportunity to select the best 
examples of individual dates at a nominal cost.

check out dealers’ stock at local coin shows. Considering the small premium 
over face value charged for these dollars, dealers may prove your best source. 

Anthony dollars do not circulate in the marketplace and must be obtained 
from banks, but some institutions have so few requests for these coins that 
they do not consider it practical to handle them. If you are faced with this 
situation, the Treasury Department has instituted a program that offers the 
Anthony dollar to private citizens. A 6-coin set can be purchased for $10; a 
bag of a 100 coins of a single date or mintmark of your choice at face value, 
plus a $ 10 shipping charge; or a whopping $4,000 bag of any of the above 
for an additional $50 over the face value of the Mint-sewn hag. Because of 
their limited acceptance, it is easier to form a collection of Anthony dollars 
in prime condition than any other series. Encountering a specimen that shows 
evidence of circulation is the exception rather than the rule. 

Pocket change is a convenient source of coins when your collection is in 
its initial stages. As you acquire more and more specimens, this method even- 
tually becomes impractical, except for an occasional lucky find. You have then 
progressed to the point at which you must examine rolls of coins purchased 
from banks for the missing dates in your sets. 

Even these sources will not prove adequate if you decide to accept a further 
challenge — putting together all sets in MS-63 condition — or the ultimate 
achievement — completing sets with a minimum grade of MS-65. Except for 
current issues, gleaming examples in these states of preservation can be found 
only in government-sealed mint sets. Although pieces in mint sets have not 
been subjected to tumbling and wrapping machines, they nonetheless have 
been ejected from coin presses into large containers and may have been struck 
from dies that were dulled from repeated striking on hard metal planchets. 

Dealers often break up mint sets and put them in junk boxes, providing a 
great opportunity to select the best examples of individual dates at a nominal 
cost. From 1965 through 1967 the government issued “Special Mint Sets” 
comprising coins that were single-struck on polished planchets. Many collec- 
tors use these pieces to fill in the first three years of clad coinage in their uncir- 
culated sets. However, the mirror finish on these coins stands out alongside 
the velvet-sheened surface of regular uncirculated issues. 

There are two ways to procure uncirculated specimens of early clad 
coinage: search through dealers’ stock until you find examples that meet your 
standards, or do the same with purchased uncirculated rolls. 

It is your prerogative to include, or omit, S-mintmark coins that were struck 
only for proof sets; clad/ silver proof coins; and non-circulating, legal-tender 
issues and die varieties that are cataloged in the Red Book. Their inclusion 
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The 1982 no-mintmark dime technically is a mint error, but it is generally 
accepted as part of the clad-dime series. 


docs take away from the visual symmetry of sets containing only uncirculated 
coins, but this detracting element is compensated and overshadowed by the 
air of excellence that absolutely complete sets impart. 

When you place the final coin in the last remaining set, you arc far from 
exhausting the pleasures and challenges that clad coins offer. I’hc knowledge 
and experience gained in attaining your goals is enough to inspire even further 
study of these two-toned disks. Patience, curiosity and the observing eye of 
a detective are the tools needed to identify and classify different die and mint- 
mark combinations. 

The surface has hardly been scratched in this area of numismatics. One 
dealer/ scholar cataloged 2 1 7 separate die and mintmark combinations of clad 
and clad/silver proof and uncirculated coins in the short-lived Eisenhower 
dollar series. If you are inclined to research, here is the perfect opportunity 
to become the Overton or Sheldon of this generation. 

I he promise of possible monetary gain is a powerful incentive to attain 
your goal despite frustrating obstacles. Investment potential is a legitimate 
concern of anyone expending the time and money required to complete an 
outstanding coin collection. 

How do clad-coin sets stack up in this respect? The reward for assembling 
circulated sets is pride of ownership, plus the satisfaction and pleasure derived 
from doing something you enjoy. The only coins worth more than their face 
value are key dates, which fetch a premium. These coins can yield a profit 
when found in circulation. However, if bought from a dealer, no profit will 
be turned unless increased demand raises the “buy” price above your original 
cost. This is not meant to belittle sets of clad coins or those who put so much 
effort into collecting them — it is merely a statement of economic reality. 

Actually, today’s circulation-finds correspond to those of the silver era, 
when there was an abundance of common dates with a few, scattered, semi- 
key dates turning up on occasion. The only real difference between 1964 and 
today is the metal content of the coins. Had the value of silver remained at 
$1.29 per ounce, worn Walking Liberty half dollars would circulate alongside

struck in silver or silver-clad 
composition, can be found 
with some frequency in rolls of 
half dollars. 


Franklins and Kennedys. None of these coins would attract attention or com- 
mand a premium. If the intrinsic value of copper and nickel were to multiply 
significantly, clad coins would repeat the silver cycle, though this is not a like- 
ly prospect in the forseeable future. 

On the other hand, uncirculated sets have an excellent chance of increas- 
ing in value. As the condition of the sets escalates, so does their investment 
potential. Machine-inflicted damage, widespread circulation, and collector 
apathy toward this coinage took their toll on gem-condition sets that can, or 
will, be assembled. The day will dawn when investors and collectors discover 
this fact and compete with each other for possession of the few top-quality 
sets available. When this flurry of activity comes to pass (and it will), today’s 
astute collector and investor will reap the greatest rewards. 

Graduating into the field of die and mintmark research provides additional 
avenues for financial gain. Reporting discoveries to the numismatic commu- 
nity is usually accomplished by authoring an article or a book, depending 
upon the scope of the find. If the content is of sufficient interest to readers, 
publishers will, to some degree, compensate authors for their time and effort. 
A published author gains prestige in numismatic circles, which brings in- 
vitations to speak at coin clubs and regional conventions. These revenues 
represent only fringe benefits in comparison to the profits generated by the 
coins themselves. 

Minting varieties are attributed by closely examining an unimaginable num- 
ber of coins, most of which are obtained at, or near, face value. If you have 
the tenacity to endure the tedious and time-consuming effort required to iden- 
tify, classify and put together a meaningful collection of die varieties, your risk 
is minimal. This low-risk feature, combined with the possibility of assembling 
a unique coin set, paints an outstanding investment picture. 

Your degree of involvement with clad coinage can vary from a relaxing 
hobby geared to forming date and mintmark sets from circulation to recording 
and reporting minute variations in strike. You have the option of progressing 
at your own pace in an area of numismatics where personal finances are not 
a prime requirement for success. 

Pleasure and opportunity await you; don’t miss the boat! •

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Folding Money 


The work of artist Hai Knafo illustrates there’s more 
to paper money than just spending it. 


by Marion Muller OST OF US can’t do much with a dollar bill these 

X|l days, but then we’re not Hai Knafo. Here’s a man 

I \\ / 1 1 who has made a fine art out of folding money. He 

I 11 starts with just a dollar bill, which he folds down into 

_ V a small square. If he likes what he sees, he repeats the 

folding pattern with three more bills and arranges them to form a larger 

square. Then, in much the same way as a patchwork quilt evolves, he 
repeats the 4-square pattern until he’s assembled a 64-dollar square. Final- 
ly, he staples it all to a backing board and — voild — the work of art! If you 
think this is a simplistic art form, just try folding a rectangular bill into a 
square and see what you come up with. Even Mr. Knafo, who appears 
to be an expert, avows that he rejects many of the patterns before he 
arrives at a usable basic unit. 

Hai Knafo arrived on the New York art scene by way of Morocco, 
where he was born, the Avni Academy of Art in Tel Aviv, and The School 
of Visual Arts in New York City. He has had a number of solo exhibitions 
at the OK Harris Art Gallery in Soho, New York City, where his money 
art was first shown. He has also participated in group exhibitions in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Palm Beach, Florida; Huntington, New York; 
and Tokyo, Japan. His work has found its way into a number of private 
and corporate art collections. 

Aside from dollar bills, Knafo has subjected other materials to his Pop- 
Minimalist-Knafo creative style, which means to say he uses commonplace 
“pop” objects in a highly disciplined, no-frills, minimal art form, but he 
cuts, folds, inverts, rearranges and reconstructs them, with his own quirky 
Knafo sense of humor playing a big part. 

I hesitate to point out that Knafo also works as an illustrator for The 
Wall Street Journal, you might deduce that his exposure to that environ- 
ment inspired his manipulation of money. Actually, the idea evolved from 
a much more profound experience. One day, while examining a sump- 
tuous museum rug made entirely of parrot feathers, he contemplated

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the value of the parrots sacrificed for the w^ork of art. One thought led to 
another. What, for instance, was the intrinsic value of the tree used for 
a piece of wood sculpture.^ And so on. From such ruminations came the 
idea of creating a work of art in which objective and subjective values 
blatantly coexisted. Knafo could think of no better metaphor for value 
than money itself. Since the bills in his design squares are all intact le- 
gal tender, each work has a specific intrinsic value of $64. However, it 
shouldn’t tax anyone’s imagination to recognize the value added by Mr. 
Knafo’s manipulations. •

A.M. Kagin: 

The Dean of 
U.S. Numismatics 

Long-time dealer and former ANA Governor Art Kagin 
discusses his personal experiences and views about 
collecting and collectors. 


A t rHE ANNUAL Long Beach Numismatic and Philatelic 
exposition held in California last year, February 12-15, I 
had an opportunity to talk with A.M. “Art” Kagin, a Des 
Moines, Iowa, collector/dealer long considered the “Dean 
of U.S. Numismatics.” President Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
just taken office when Art Kagin began his long and distinguished career in 
the stamp and coin business. Stamp collecting was popular at the time— 
Roosevelt himself was a stamp collector— and most philatelic/numismatic 
dealers gave stamps top priority. It was not until the late 1930s and early ’40s 
that the coin aspect of the business grew and gradually replaced stamps as the 
primary money-maker. 

In 193 5 Kagin opened a branch office for the Minneapolis-based Hollin- 
beck Stamp and Coin Company in Omaha, Nebraska, and in 1936 took over 
management of a second branch store in Des Moines. He assumed sole 
ownership of the Des Moines branch in 1 940, changing the store’s name from 
Hollinbeck to Hollinbeck-Kagin and eventually, Kagin’s. Today, Kagin’s 
operates out of San Francisco, with Art Kagin’s son Don at the helm. 

I Kagin lives the field of numismatic collecting. “1 have made it a career,” 

^ he assens, “and furthermore, I still maintain 27 different collections. 

“People who are not avid collectors might call the zeal displayed by 
some hobbyists and investors an obsession.” He feels that numismatists con- 
} gregate at conventions and meetings and feel “normal” in each other’s com- 

pany. However, when they return home and mix with non-collectors, they 
are considered odd and are ostracized because non-collectors do not com- 
prehend their dedication to numismatics. 

I “To illustrate the difference,” Kagin explains, “if a collector inherits some

rare and expensive coins, he is more likely to keep the inheritance. A non-col- 
lector probably will sell the collection and use the proceeds to buy something 
else that pleases his fancy.” 

Each coin has its own personality and story. Recalls Kagin, ‘‘I purchased 
a coin that I wanted to keep because it was a rare variety of large cent. 
One of my customers heard that I had bought it and said that he had to have 
it. I told him that I wanted to keep it in my collection. He pleaded with 
me, saying that the coin was the only one missing in his set and price was 
not important. 

‘Though I wanted the coin, it was not of primary importance to my collec- 
tion, so I sold it to him. After we closed the deal, I inquired about why he 
really wanted that particular large cent. He said that about 100 years ago the 
former owner liked the coin so much that he put it in a pouch and wore it 
around his neck. It was quite evident that my customer’s desire to own the 
coin was influenced by the story of the previous owner’s inability to be 
without it. I know the feeling and occasionally have purchased a coin that I 
‘just couldn’t live without.’ 

According to Art Kagin, ‘‘when a beginner enters the field of numismatics, 
he is usually classified as an accumulator, meaning that he collects anything 
and everything. Eventually, he puts his collection in some semblance of order. 
When a collector evolves into a numismatist, he begins to carefully study his 
collection, planning its acquisition and direction before allocating his time and 
money. A qualified numismatist who specializes in a particular area can usual- 
ly beat the system and simultaneously get paid for having fun.” 

Take, for example, a young man who stopped by Kagin’s booth at the Long 
Beach show. ‘‘He specializes in two-cent pieces,” remarked Kagin. He 
knows what is rare and what is not. He has the knowledge and talent to buy 
and sell known rarities at a reasonable price because he knows and under- 
stands what to reach for. There are all kinds of opportunities, provided a per- 
son knows what opportunities exist.” 

Though today there are not many active collectors of large cents, over the 
years the series has attracted thousands. Such collectors run around to dealers 
trying to locate unattributed or wrongly attributed specimens. Says Kagin, 
‘‘Many have been successful in their efforts. It is a game that can be played 
and usually won. You have an opportunity to beat the professionals because 
they do not have the time to study every facet of their numismatic inventory. 
It takes many years to become proficient in all die varieties of a series. Many 
dealers have only a working knowledge.” ^

It is not difficult, provided you learn 
from your mistakes. 


Kagin goes on to say, “One of the greatest collectors of gold coinage is John 
Jay Pittman, ANA governor and past president ot the Association. He studied 
world gold statistics in great detail and, as a result, knows what gold coins 
arc rare. He frequently reminds me ot a South African proof gold coin he 
bought for less than $ 100 about 3 5 years ago at one of our auctions. Recent- 
ly, he was offered $25,000 for it. Fhe coin happened to be an extremely rare 
die variety with two poles on the wagon instead of one. It was a die mistake, 
and only a few such coins were struck. 

“John Pittman knew about it because he thoroughly studied this area of 
specialization. I was not familiar with the variation because it was not men- 
tioned in the general reference books I used at the time. I merely cataloged 
it without comment or notation. His expert knowledge really paid off. 
Anyone can do this type of research, especially today with all the books 
available— always hit the books first. 

“Collectors want to know more about the coins they are buying today,’ 
Kagin observes. “When offering a coin for sale, a dealer should tell the story 
behind it to capture the collector’s attention. Stories are fascinating and give 
new meaning to coin collecting. What does the coin represent? What is 
unique about the coin or what historical event does it depict? When the col- 
lector knows these facts, he knows the coin.” 

Kagin readily dispenses numismatic advice from his booth at the Long 
Beach Numismatic and Philatelic Exposition. “A dealer wanted to buy some 
Liberty Head $20 gold coins in EF for $440 each. However, I convinced him 
to buy the higher-grade AU-55 specimens for $475. For the minimal dif- 
ference of $3 5, he is taking a much smaller risk. Instead of inventorying the 
lowest-grade coins, he has quality specimens with a wider market appeal and 
a better chance for escalating in value.” 

Another dealer conferred with Kagin regarding an expensive coin that the 
dealer had on temporary loan because he did not have the cash to buy it. 
Kagin counseled him to “ask the owner to let you have it on consignment. 
You would have no capital at risk, and, if you can sell it, you will realize a 
pure profit. However, such profits should be plowed back into inventory or 
accumulated for future purchase of quality coins. Opportunities always exist 
if your eyes are open and you know coins. It is not difficult, provided you 
learn from your mistakes.” 

Art Kagin feels it is foolish for anyone to invest a large sum of money in 
a numismatic portfolio without knowing what they are buying. I don t want 
people to buy coins from me solely for investment purposes — I want them

to become permanent collectors, with coins being a part of their day-to-day 
life. Perhaps I will get an opportunity to buy back the very same coins in 10, 
1 5 or 20 years, or maybe our grandchildren will be involved in future transac- 
tions. Who knows? 

‘Through their collecting efforts, many people end up with valuable as- 
sets that might not have been possible otherwise. For instance,” Kagin ex- 
plains, “I never dreamed that I would make a lot of money from collecting. 
I guess I just liked nice things. Since other collectors also liked them, they in- 
creased in value. In some respects, this was purely an accident. But, on the 
other hand, I never bought anything unless I wanted it and the transaction 
made me feel good. 

“Recently my wife asked me why I come to conventions — was it to visit 
or to make money? I replied that I come to visit; if I make money, well, that 
is an added benefit. Rewarding relationships are built over a period of years. 
Besides, it is fun to talk about coins and currency. 

“It is my desire,” says Kagin, “to improve the quality of life. For example, 
to a young fellow who suffered a large loss through a theft of his coin inven- 
tory, I explained how to recover his losses and get back into business. But I 
feel as though I am racing against time to pa.ss on the knowledge J have ac- 
cumulated during my 54 years as a professional numismatist. Perhaps people 
with whom I have shared this knowledge will .someday spread the joys and 
rewards of numismatics in other ways.” 

Art Kagin affirms, “If you stick to the truth, you will never have to 
remember what you said to your friends and business associates. If you treat 
each individual as an intelligent person, they will know whether the informa- 
tion you are giving out is correct or not. It is the long-range point of view — 
both in numismatics and in life— that counts. 

“Numismatics is my life,” he says. “My career has been more like retire- 
ment than work. I get to play with coins all day, rather than just part of the 
day like most collectors. This is fun, and I get paid for doing it. What more 
could you want from life? 

“I know who I am and what I am, and that I came from a modest begin- 
ning. I am interested in sharing what I have learned in life. This sums up my 
personal philosophy.” •

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Love Token Pricing 

How can you place a value on a token of affection? 

The author explains these novel items and how 
collectors and dealers might better establish prices. 


L ove TOKENS? What are they? I’ve never heard of them! 

I’ve never seen one. Do people collect them? Where can you 
find them? 

Do these statements sound familiar? They are uttered fre- 
quently in the collecting world but result in little interest. 
Yet, it is this lack of interest that makes love tokens particularly suited to 
the inquisitive mind. What are love tokens? They began as a fad in Europe 
in the 1700s as an inexpensive expression of affection. 

A man could give one to his lady friend as a means of announcing their 
engagement. It was much cheaper than a diamond ring and had an added 
value because it was a personalized gift. He took a coin from circulation, 
smoothed one side (usually the side without the date) to create a flat sur- 
face and then had the new surface engraved with an inscription of his 
choice, resulting in a very personal and intimate token of affection. De- 
pending on a man’s feelings and imagination, his engraving might show his 
fiancee’s name or initials, their engagement date, a figure of significance to 
them, or any combination of these. 

This fad became generally accepted and spread to other areas — a mother 
might have a necklace or bracelet of love tokens engraved with the names 
of her children. Soon coins were attached to brooches or stickpins com- 
memorating special events, such as weddings or anniversaries. 

In the mid- 1 800s the trend became popular in the United States and ex- 
tended into the early 1 900s, when it seemed to suffer a slow death. Today, 
the custom is rarely seen, but there are literally thousands of pieces in ex- 
istence lying tucked away in all sorts of places. These tokens are beginning 
to appear on the market again because they often are sold to coin and an- 
tique dealers by family members who no longer entertain sentimental feel- 
ings for their significance. 

For many, collecting love tokens is not very appealing because there is 
no rarity to create a demand. Yet, to others, this very fact is what makes

their collection interesting. Virtually no two pieces are alike. They were 
not mass produced; each piece was individually hand-engraved. This being 
the case, their market value is difficult to establish. Today, most love to- 
kens are obtained from dealers who set their own price for each piece. 

Since more collectors are entering the field, dealers are increasing their 
prices. Usually dealers buy them very inexpensively on the basis of little 
demand and then sell them at a high figure, realizing that they are the 
prime source for collectors. This practice discourages collectors, but there 
might be solutions to this problem. 

First, collectors must accept the fact that a love token is no longer a 
“coin of the realm.” It is a damaged or mutilated coin and has no intrinsic 
numismatic value whatever. Its only monetary worth is its bullion value. 
The cost or intricacy of the engraving does not add to the value of a piece 
any more than does the donation premium added to Olympic or Statue 
of Liberty commemoratives purchased from the U.S. Mint. In the case ot 
copper-nickel coins, the bullion value is almost nil, whereas gold and silver 
coins carry a known bullion market price. 

How might a fair market value of a particular love token be determined? 
Perhaps dealers could determine a base figure from the denomination ot 
the coin used, then adjust up or down by the current market value of the 
base metal in its composition. For example, if a dealer is buying United 
States silver coins at four times their face value, a Seated Liberty dime 
would cost 40 cents. If the dealer is selling circulated silver at five times 
its face value, he would sell the token for 50 cents. This price would repre- 
sent an average circulated token. If the piece shows little or no wear on 
either surface, the dealer might increase the price by 10 to 15 percent. The 
fact that the token was made from a low-mintage issue (thereby command- 
ing a premium as a numismatic piece) would have no effect on the love 
token because it has lost its numismatic value. 

Adopting this policy could bring strong opposition from both dealer and 
collector— from the dealer because he may have stock on hand at higher 
than the new price, and from collectors because they have pieces in their 
collection also valued above the adjusted price. Thus, both could suffer 
from the change. Flowever, it might be better in the long run to swallow 
this loss now to pump new life into the hobby and make it much more 
attractive to both current and new collectors. Dealers would be able to 
move the inventory they have been accumulating over the years, and col- 
lectors could afford to add to their present holdings. 

Some dealers have built up an inventory of several thousand pieces that

Honoring 
Admiral Dewey 

The second and final part of this study examines more 
medallic mementos issued by the Grand Army of the 
Republic to mark its national encampments and honor 
Admiral George Dewey, “The Hero of Manila Bay.” 


O N APRIL 6. 1866, Dr. B.F. Stephenson and Rev. WJ. Ru- 
dolph, who had served the 14th Illinois Infantry during 
the Civil War as surgeon and chaplain, respectively, are 
credited with organizing the first Grand Army of the 
Republic Post, for Union veterans at Decatur, Illinois. 
Throughout the group’s long existence, membership in the G.A.R. , as it was 
commonly known, was limited to those who served in the United States 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or in a State Guard regiment that saw actual 
service in the Civil War. 

The first G.A.R. National Encampment was held in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
on November 20, 1866, just months after its founding. It was reported that 
representatives from 10 states and the District of Columbia attended. The 
medals, badges and ribbons issued in conjunction with the order’s annual en- 
campments comprise an interesting and attractive series. Of particular interest 
and historic significance are those items released at the time of the Spanish- 
American War to honor Admiral George Dewey, who commanded the forces 
responsible for defeating the Spanish fleet at Manila Bay in the Philippines 
on May 1, 1898. 

To date no attempt has been made to catalog G.A.R. issues that specifically 
memorialize the Admiral. This listing is an effort to begin filling that gap in 
numismatic literature. Based on current research, G.A.R. medals or badges 
showing Admiral Dewey on one side or on a bar pin fall into four catego- 
ries— those issued in conjunction with the 32nd National Encampment, 
which were described in the January 1988 issue of The Numismatist, and those 
produced for the 3 3rd and 34th National Encampments and other occasions.

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33rd Encampment 

The 3 3RD ENCAMPMENT of the Grand Army of the Republic was held 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, from Monday, September 4, through Friday, 
September 8, 1899. Admiral Sampson and the fleet arrived a day early, an- 
choring in the Delaware River. To celebrate the occasion, the north and south 
facades of City Hall were illuminated with “massive electric light pieces, 80 
feet in length, representing the Grand Army badge.” 

Thousands of visitors arrived by train on Monday, and that afternoon five 
divisions of Naval Veterans paraded before cheering crowds of onlookers. 
President McKinley, making his appearance at 9 p.m. to participate in the 
scheduled activities, was taken by carriage from the railroad station to his suite 
at the Hotel Waldorf. 

Tuesday morning the President received Admiral Sampson and the captains 
of the fleet, then reviewed from City Hall a parade of some 12,000 veterans. 
Post #1 of Rockford, Illinois, the oldest G.A.R. Post, headed the parade. In 
the evening the G.A.R. was officially welcomed by Governor Stone at the 
Academy of Music. 

At a business meeting on Wednesday, Senior Vice Commander Johnson 
was voted to serve the remainder of the unexpired term of office of the 
late Colonel Sexton. It also was decided that the 34th Encampment would 
be conducted in Chicago. As of June 30, 1899, membership included 287,081 
individuals and 6,905 posts. A discussion questioning whether the Federal 
Act of 1892, which provided pensions for disabled veterans and their widows 
and orphans, applied only to those disabled while in service brought no 
specific action. 

On Thursday, Colonel Albert D. Shaw of Watertown, New York, was 
elected as the order’s new commander-in-chief. The order adopted a pension- 
related resolution recommending that the annual income limitation for 
widow-claimants be increased to $250. The Association of Naval Veterans 
elected George L. Seavy of Chicago, Illinois, as commodore commanding for 
the ensuing year. 


34th Encampment 

As PLANNED, THE 34th G.A.R. National Encampment was held in Chi- 
cago from Sunday, August 26, through Saturday, September 1, 1900. On 
Sunday, just prior to the opening of the encampment, it had been announced 
that, because of pressing government business. President McKinley would not 
be able to attend. This was a deep disappointment to many veterans who had 
hoped to meet the President in person. It also was learned that Admiral 
Dewey would not appear because, it was claimed, his wife objected! 

Regarding opening day, the New York Times reported that despite the rain, 
the giant patriotic and sacred song service at Coliseum tonight was attended 
by a throng which taxed the capacity of the immense building to the utmost 
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For more than 41/2 hours the thinning ranks of vet- 
erans passed the reviewing stand on Michigan Avenue, 
saluting dignitaries as they went by. Despite a shortened 
parade route, some of the marchers found the effort too 
arduous and dropped out. 


fully 13,000 persons packed the hall. Visitors and veterans came in by 
the thousands today . . . every incoming passenger train being packed to 
the doors.” It was estimated that by nightfall about 40,000 veterans and 
300,000 excursionists had arrived, and an additional 50,000 were expected 
the next day. 

On Monday there was a fine parade featuring the men who had sailed 
the seas for the Union during the Civil War. Their ranks were so far reduced 
from the 132,000 original Naval enlistees that only about 1,000 members 
marched in the 1900 parade. They were joined by many of the men who had 
fought with Admiral Dewey at Manila Bay on May 1, 1898. At 4:30 p.m. 
a fleet of government vessels arrived off Lincoln Park and docked along the 
sea wall. Reports claimed that more than a million people watched the parade 
and naval display. 

The Annual Grand Parade was held the following day. It was believed to 
be the largest ever for the organization, with some 40,000 members of the 
Grand Army in formation. For more than 41^2 hours the thinning ranks of 
veterans passed the reviewing stand on Michigan Avenue, saluting dignitaries 
as they went by. Despite a shortened parade route, some of the marchers 
found the effort too arduous and dropped out. (One member of the order 
dropped dead from exhaustion at the corner of Michigan Avenue and 
Madison Street.) District reunions, planned for the first time, were success- 
fully held at 26 different locations downtown. 

After an opening speech by Joel M. Longenecker, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Illinois Department, at the first regular business session conducted on 
Wednesday, President McKinley was unofficially endorsed for re-election. 
General A.D. Shaw spent some time reviewing and discussing problems 
associated with veterans’ pensions. G.A.R. membership on June 30, 1900, 
stood at 276,662 individuals and 6,778 posts. 

The final session of the 34th Encampment followed on August 30. Usual 
business matters were handled and reports approved. It was generally agreed 
that this had been one of the most worthwhile meetings of the order. 

There was, however, no great enthusiasm for or mention made of Admiral 
Dewey. Earlier in the year, the political scene had, at least temporarily, dimin- 
ished some of the previous glitter associated with that famous name. In retro- 
spect, what can be said is that the ‘‘Hero of Manila Bay” was a great admiral, 
but not a particularly astute politician! 
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Other Occasions 

Several other g a r. medallic pieces have been found that honor Ad- 
miral Dewey, but are unrelated to National Encampments. Their very exist- 
ence emphasizes the high regard in which he was held by the organization. 
Specimens that have been studied to date are included in this listing.

An attractive medal suspended at top center from a red, white and blue ribbon at- 
tached to an ornamented bar pin inscribed PENNSYLVANIA within a rectangular 
arrangement of dots. Printed in gold on the ribbon is ENCAMPMENT / G.A.R. / PHILA-

Obv.: Bust profile of Dewey at center, facing right. Inscribed around sides and top 
along rim is ADMIRAL GEO. W. DEWEY. (Note erroneous middle initial.)

Inscribed on scrolls at left 
and right of insignia are SEP. and 4 = 9; on either side of lower point of the 
star, 18 and 99.

Another very rare variety, weighing 428 
grains, has been observed in which a bronze medal is suspended from a grey and gold, 
vertically striped, grosgrain ribbon hung from an ornamented bronze bar pin inscribed 
with a Liberty Bell flanked by 18 and 99. A depiction of Independence Hall appears 
at far left, two figures and a shield at far right. PHILADELPHIA is inscribed on a rib- 
bon below bell.

A high-relicf medal suspended at top center from a rectangular, thin metal bar pin with 
a red, white and blue ribbon hanging freely behind. Impressed on the bar pin is a spread 
eagle, head to left, surrounded by a rectangle of stars. The eagle clutches an olive branch 
in its right talons and a sheaf of arrows in its left. Plain edge. 

Obv.: Repre.sentation of standard G.A.R. insignia occupies central portion of medal. 
Inscribed in two concentric circles in field at left and right is 3 3RD NATIONAL/ 
ENCAMPMENl G.A.R. and PHILADELPHIA /SEP. 1899. Beaded border.

Dr. Malcolm Storer, in his listing of Spanish-American War medals (The Numismatist, 
July 1922, p. 39), attributes the manufacture of this piece to “Warner.” This apparently 
refers to the firm of William A. Warner & Bros, of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, for 
which the following details have been provided by Arlie Slabaugh of Springfield, Penn- 
sylvania: “Wm. H. Warner & Bro., 1029 Ma.ster St., Philadelphia (in 1890s). This 
firm made many outstanding medals. Established 1823, and was oldest medalist in 
Philadelphia . . . The firm was able to design, cut the dies, and strike the medals.”

NATIONAL /ENCAMPMENT /G A R. /SEPT. 4-9, ’99. Plain edge. 
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Obv.: Arranged in circular pattern are portraits of (clockwise from top) Admirals Dewey 
and Sampson, Generals Shafter, Merritt and Otis, and Admiral Schley. In- 
scribed with decorative flourishes in two lines at center of portraits is OUR/ 
PEACE MAKERS. Beaded border. 

Rev.: Bust of President McKinley at center, facing right. Inscribed on scrolls in field 
at left and right is MAY 23-25/ 1899. Along inner rim is the legend NATIONAL 
PEACE JUBILEE /WASHINGTON. Beaded border. 

Metal: brass Diameter: 35.5mm 

Edge Thickness: 2mm Weight: 212 grains

Notes: This medal was originally prepared for the Peace Jubilee Celebration in Wash- 
ington, D.C. For the G.A.R. Encampment medal, the ribbon was merely embellished 
with the necessary details.

00-2. San Diego Encampment

FLEET WITH- / OUT LOSS OF MEN OR / SHIPS.” DEWEY.

Notes: This item may be a fabrication of two different, entirely unrelated ribbons, 
joined to form the present device. There was no National Encampment of the G.A.R. 
at San Diego in 1898, 1899 or 1900. A local encampment may have been conducted 
in 1 899 when Dewey held the rank of Rear Admiral. Further information on this piece 
is needed. 

00-3. Post #438— Funeral Ribbon 

A black ribbon suspended from an irregularly shaped bar pin bearing a celluloid cover- 
ing that holds an impression of the G.A.R. insignia surrounded by a panial wreath 
of oak and laurel leaves, flanked by cannons and pairs of American flags. Twenty gilt 
tassels, each 40mm long, hang from the black ribbon. 

Obv.: A pair of crossed American flags, tied in a bow with a red, white and blue rib- 
bon, frame a common, celluloid. Admiral Dewey button that is pinned to the 
upper portion of the black ribbon. Suspended from the red, white and blue 
ribbon is a medallion comprised of a circular panel surrounded by a highly or- 
namented wreath. Portrayed at center of the medallion is Miss Liberty holding 
an American flag in her left hand and placing a wreath atop a monument with 
her right hand. An in.scription on the monument reads IN /MEMORIAM/ G.A.R. 
Imprinted in gold on the lower portion of the black ribbon is W.W.H. 
LAWTON/POST, NO. 438 /G.A R. /GRIGGSVILLE. ILLINOIS. 

Rev.: Imprinted in gold at top edge of ribbon is PAT.OCT.18-1892-MAR.7-1893. A 
Whitehead & Hoag advertising sticker is affixed to lower portion of ribbon. 
Inscribed on reverse of the medallion that is attached to black ribbon is 
WHITEHEAD & HOAG /NEWARK, N.J / PAT. APPL’D EOR. 

Metal: Medallion and bar pin, brass Dimensions: Ribbon, 65 x 178mm 
Edge Thickness: ± 2.5mm 

Made by: Whitehead & Hoag, Newark, New Jersey Rarity: Probably 10 
Notes: Whether the button was pinned on the ribbon by the manufacturer or added 
at some subsequent time by an ardent admirer of the Admiral is not known. Until 
another specimen can be observed, the question will remain as to whether this piece 
belongs in the numismatic listing.

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Mercury Dimes — Challenging 


C ollecting united states 
coinage is fun, or at least it 
can be. That’s the premise I 
will be using as I examine the Ameri- 
can numismatic scene. The emphasis 
will be on the pleasurable aspects of 
collecting. The investment angle so 
prevalent in today’s hobby/industry 
is already well-covered in other publi- 
cations and will not be explored here, 
except when truly relevant. 

Subjects to be explored in future 
columns will include coin preserva- 
tion and storage, the various means of 
acquiring coins for one’s collection, 
and the potential advantages of be- 
longing to a local coin club or spe- 
cialty organization. These topics will 
be interspersed with examinations of 
particular series of U.S. coins from a 
collector’s perspective. Although it’s 
nice to recall all the collecting oppor- 
tunities of the past, this column will 
focus on the here and now, and how 
the collector of today can still par- 
ticipate in this wonderful hobby. 

I’d like to talk first about a series 
that has been popular with collectors 
since its inception and remains a fa- 
vorite of mine. The Winged Liberty 
dime, more commonly referred to as 
the Mercury dime, was coined from 
1916 through 1945. Its creator was 
Adolph A. Weinman, who also de- 
signed the Walking Liberty half dol- 
lar, another popular coin that de- 
buted in that same fruitful year. 

As a model for his Goddess of 
Liberty, Weinman used the beautiful 
Elsie Kachel Stevens, wife of poet 
Wallace Stevens. The Stevenses were 
tenants of Weinman’s for several 
years, during which time the latter 
sculpted a bust of Mrs. Stevens. Her 
classical features then appeared on the 


dime of 1916. A close examination of 
the half dollar reveals that Liberty’s 
face is the same. 



To give his creation “liberty of 
thought,’’ Weinman added wings to 
her cap. These wings (or wing, as 
only one is visible on the coin) are 
what mislead collectors to associate 
Miss Liberty with Mercury, the wing- 
footed messenger of the Romans. 
Liberty’s cap is itself a classical sym- 
bol of liberty, being derived from the 
pileus, or freedman’s cap, worn by 
former slaves in ancient Rome. 

I'he statutory mottoes LIBERTY 
and IN GOD WE FRUST also appear 
on the obverse, along with the date of 
striking and the designer’s initials. 
The central feature of the reverse is a 
fasces, a bundle of rods hound to- 
gether with leather cord and sur- 
mounted by an ax blade. The fasces 
was a symbol of strength and au- 
thority in the Roman Empire, an ap- 
propriate device for the coinage of a 
nation soon to be at war. Draped 
around the fasces is a laurel branch, 
signifying the desire for peace, and 
rounding out the reverse design are 
the legends E PLURIBUS UNUM 
(“one comprised of many’’) and 
UNITED STATES OE AMERICA. 

Several pattern pieces of the Mer-

cury dime were produced, all of them 
quite rare. Despite these rejected ef- 
forts, the Mercury dime was the least 
troublesome of the three new coins 
introduced in 1916 and was the first 
to enter circulation. It received unani- 
mous praise from both the public 
and the press, and even won faverr 
from art critics. A great many pieces 
were saved by collectors and the 
general populace. 

The mintage of Mercury dimes was 
very high during the coin’s early 
years, as its introduction coincided 
with the increased industrialization 
and foreign trade of World War 1. 
1 he sole exception to this trend is the 
1916-D, of which a mere 264,000 
pieces were produced. Demand for 
dimes was low in the Midwest that 
year, as evidenced by the fact that no 
Barber dimes were coined by the 
Denver Mint, while dimes of both 
types were issued in large numbers 
from tbe mints at Philadelphia and 
San Francisco. 

Mercury dimes made at Philadel- 
phia are generally well struck, where- 
as those coined at Denver and San 
Francisco show some weakness 
around the rims, in the central por- 
tion of the fasces, and on the highest 
portions of Liberty’s hair. This weak- 
ness is especially prevalent on coins 
minted from 1918 through 1926. A 
general weakening of the design ap- 
pears on later-date dimes of all three 
mints. All of the dies used in coining 
this series were produced from a mas- 
ter hub that gradually wore down 
from repeated use over the years. The 
hair detail on dimes of the 1940s, 
even proof pieces, were never as sharp 
as those of 1916 to 1920. 

One peculiarity of 1916 dimes, and 
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The Winged Liberty dime, more com- 
monly referred to as the Mercury dime, 
was coined from 1916 through 1945. It 
received unanimous praise from both 
the public and the press. 


some dated 1917, is a thick, broad 
rim that gives these pieces a cameo- 
like appearance. In addition, such 
pieces are found with textured fields 
that have a soft, matte-like luster. 
While this is less evident on circulated 
pieces, it may still be visible on Ex- 
tremely Fine (EF) and Almost Uncir- 
culated (AU) coins. This texturing 
was on the dies themselves and repre- 
sents a style of sculpting popular with 
artists in the Beaux-Arts movement at 
the turn of the century. However, it 
was not popular with the Mint’s 
engraving staff and was later polished 
off the master die. 

As a kid some 20 years ago, I was 
able to assemble about a third of this 
series from circulation. Unfortunate- 
ly, time— and silver— ran out on me. 
Today, we have to be satisfied with 
purchasing the coins for our collec- 


tions or trading with others. In the 
case of Mercury dimes, however, this 
is not a daunting task. In circulated 
grades, these coins arc still readily af- 
fordable for even the most cautious 
collectors. Although I like to follow 
the lead of many numismatists who 
advocate the choice AU grade as a 
good value, a more typical grade in 
which to collect Mercury dimes 
might be EF. Let’s take a look at 
some examples. 

The 1988 edition of A Guide Book 
of United States Coins (the Red Book) 
shows a price of $6 for a 1920 dime 
in EF. The 1920-S, with a mintage of 
less than one-quaner that of the 1 920 
specimen, is valued at only S12. 
These same coins in MS-65 condition 
can run into three or even four fig- 
ures. Which is the better value? 

As a collector, am I going to get 
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four figures’ worth of pleasure out of 
owning an MS-65 dime? I am sure 
there are those who truly collect such 
coins, but it seems likely that the in- 
vestment aspect comes into play at 
that price level. For my money, nu- 
mismatics is still a hobby, and that 
S 12 coin provides a source of satisfac- 
tion without the worry. 

Extending this study a little further, 
let’s consider the cost of a.ssembling 
a complete set of Mercury dimes in 
EF condition. However, a few quali- 
fiers are necessary. 7 his set will not 
include the 1942 and 1942-D “2 
over 1” overdates. The key date 
1916-D will grade Good, and the 
semi-key dates of 1921 and 192 1-D 
will grade Fine. The 1945-S “micro- 
date” is not included. 

Using the Red Book as a guide, 
a set of Mercury dimes will cost 


$1,268.50. This is less than the price 
of a single 1920-S dime in MS-65 
with “full bands.” Who says United 
States coins are too expensive? A set 
of such dimes, attractively mounted 
in an album or plastic holder, can 
be a source of great satisfaction to 
its owner. A similar set comprised 
of dimes in Fine condition costs a 
mere $717.75. 

The only potential difficulty in 
assembling a set of EF dimes is lo- 
cating the coins. Ironically, because 
the prices of circulated Mercury 
dimes have moved up so little in re- 
cent years, the owners of such speci- 
mens are reluctant to part with them. 
I know of dealers who, when ques- 
tioned about EF or AU Mercury 
dimes, have replied that any spec- 
imens they purchase are set aside for 
future appreciation. I'he Mercury 


dimes that do appear frequently are 
cleaned or damaged and are not desir- 
able. A collector who finds nice pieces 
for sale is very fortunate. 

Cenain dates are more elusive than 
might be assumed. In my experience, 
none of the coins from 1 9 1 6 to 1 920 
are panicularly scarce in EF and AU, 
with the obvious exception being 
the 1916-D. However, this rarity is 
fairly available in lower grades, mak- 
ing it more within the means of the 
typical collector. Counterfeit and al- 
tered pieces are commoner still, and 
ANACS authentication should be 
a must with any purchase of a 
1916-D. Reputable dealers offer re- 
funds for coins found not to be 
authentic, provided that proof of pur- 
chase is retained. 

The 1921 and 192 1-D dimes are 
scarce in higher grades but are still

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available. Cleaned coins that have 
been offered in the past as Brilliant 
Uncirculated (BU) are the biggest 
problem here. Dates that are elusive 
in nice EF-AU grades include the 
192 3-S, 1924-S, 1925-D, 1926-S, 
1927-D and, of course, the 1942 
overdates. The P-mint overdate is 
very distinct and makes an interesting 
addition to one’s collection. The 
1942/I-D, on the other hand, is 
harder to distinguish and less well- 
known. (Many holders and albums 
include a space for the P-mint speci- 
men but not for the 1942/1-D.) In 
any case, the decision to include these 
two pieces is a personal one, and a 
collector should not feel that his set is 
incomplete without them. 

Bear in mind that mintmarked 
pieces of the late 1910s and 1920s fre- 
quently are very weak around the rims

and in areas of high relief on either 
side. Many dimes of this period exhibit 
little wear but may be downgraded 
because of such weakness. 

Other varieties of Mercury dimes 
present themselves to collectors wish- 
ing to go beyond the obvious. The 
mintmark on 1928-S dimes may be 
the usual small “S” of 1916-40 
or a larger one similar to that used 
in 1942-45. 1941-S dimes may have 
either size mintmark and can even be 
found with a large “S” over small 
“S.” Another date that features two 
sizes of mintmark is the 1934-D, 
which is known with the small “D” 
of 1916-31 and the large “D” of 
1935-45. The 1945-S with “micro 
S’’ is the only variety listed and priced 
separately by the Red Book. All of 
these varieties are available and within 
the grasp of the average collector. •

S uppose you leave a deposit 
or pay for something in advance 
and the party vv^ith your money 
goes defunct before you get anything 
in return. Tax relief is available for 
this type of situation, entitling you to 
a deduction in the form of a non- 
business bad debt. 

Although you didn’t actually make 
a loan, you have created a claim for 
repayment of your money, which by 
operation of the law creates a bona fide 
debtor-creditor relationship. Let us ex- 
amine an unfortunate case in point. 

Phil Pomerand paid $10,000 to 
“Caesar’s Forum,’’ a mail-order coin 


firm, for direct delivery of several rare 
Roman coins. (It seemed to be quite 
a deal, as the coins normally sold for

more than $50,000.) Unfortunately, 
before the coins were delivered, Cae- 
sar’s Forum became insolvent and Phil 
was unable to recover his money. 


Assuming that Phil is not a coin 
dealer, he can claim a deduction for a 
non-business bad debt, which is treated 
as a short-term capital loss. Hence, it 
is deductible to the extent of capital 
gains plus an additional $3,000 of or- 
dinary income. Any excess loss can be 
carried over indefinitely until used up. 

Incidentally, if fraud was involved in 
the above case, the tax ramifications 
would be different. Instead of a non- 
business bad debt, the loss would be 
treated as a theft and, as such, not sub- 
ject to the $ 3,000 per year limitation. 
However, personal thefts and casualties 
are deductible only to the extent that

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they exceed 10 percent of one’s ad- 
justed gross income. 

Tax Queries 

Q. I am a serious investor in rare coins 
and have enjoyed some handsome 
profits from my numismatic dealings. 
However, I just suffered an $ 1 1 ,000 
loss on the sale of certain holdings. I 
understand that the new tax law dou- 
bles the amount of loss that I may 
dedua. Please explain how this works. 

A. Generally speaking, tax treatment 
of losses resulting from numismatic 
sales depends on the status of the in- 
dividual incurring the loss. Dealers treat 
these losses as “business” losses, which 
are fully deductible; for serious in- 
vestors these are classified as capital 
losses, subjea to various capital-loss 
limitations; and to collectors and hob- 


byists they are considered “personal” 
losses and not deductible (unless the 
loss resulted from a casualty or a theft). 

In your case, assuming that you are 
a serious investor, the maximum 
amount of capital loss that may be 
deducted against gross income is 
S 3 ,000. This limit was not changed by 
the Tax Reform Act of 1986; how- 
ever, the new law does eliminate the 
distinction between long- and short- 
term capital losses, and this subtle 
change often may have the effect of 
doubling the loss limit. 

Under prior law, only 50 percent of 
long-term capital losses were allowed 
as a deduction against gross income 
(subject to the $3,000 limit). Current 
law increases the deduction to 1 00 per- 
cent of long-term capital losses, but the 
$3,000 limit has not been changed. 

You could deduct $3,000 of your 


$11,000 loss in Year 1, but the 50- 
percent rule forced you to “use up” 
$6,000 of losses in order to claim a 
$3,000 deduction. The $5,000 un- 
used portion of the $ 1 1 ,000 loss was 
then available to carry over to Year 2. 
Assuming that you had no capital 
gains in Year 2, prior law only allowed 
you to claim a deduction of $2,500 (50 
percent of the $5,000 carry-over). 
Thus, you “wasted ’’ 50 percent of 
your long-term losses each year. In 
your case, that means $5,500 of poten- 
tial deductions would have been lost. 

Under current law, since the 50- 
percent rule has been eliminated, you 
can claim $ 3 ,000 per year until the en- 
tire $11,000 is deducted. Thus, the 
new law allows you to eventually de- 
duct your entire $ 1 1 ,000 loss, dou- 
bling the amount that you could have 
claimed before the change. •

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Striking Differences 


P ARDON THE PUN, but Striking 
differences in strike can be ob- 
served on many United States 
coins. Last month I discussed different 
aspects of a coin’s value, noting that 
the so-called “technical grade,’’ as cer- 
tified by different services or as ob- 
served in general, was just one of sev- 
eral factors that influence the value of 
a given piece. Other factors include the 
sharpness of strike (or lack thereoO, 
planchet quality, centering, quality of 
the toning or luster, and aesthetic ap- 
peal; however, this month I will dis- 
cuss strike. 

From day one at the Philadelphia 
Mint (which means 1 792) to the pres- 


ent time, certain coins exhibit a sharp 
strike while others show a weak im- 
pression. A particularly well-struck 



coin, one with needle-sharp definition 
of detail, may in .some instances be 
worth many multiples of a weakly de- 
fined piece, although both can possess 
the same technical grade. 

One of the mo.st famous cases in 


point is the 1926-D Buffalo nickel. 
Although most Denver Mint coins of 
the 1 920s win no accolades for sharp- 
ness of strike, the booby prize must 
go to the 1926-D nickel. Nearly all 
known specimens are flatly struck on 
the obverse and reverse, with indis- 
tinct features as one might normally see 
on a well-worn coin, although the ex- 
ample in question may be MS-65. 
What cau.sed the weak strike.^ This 
point has been overlooked in most nu- 
mismatic literature, so it is worth ad- 
dre.ssing here. 

Among coins from the middle of the 
19th century to the pre.sent, lightly 
struck details are not a result of inade-

quate striking pressure. The upper die 
on a given coinage press is actuated by 
a rotating cam, which causes the die 
to move up and down through a fixed 
path as the press flywheel spins. As 
long as the die completes its path, the 
pressure is constant. A die cannot go 
partly down its path, strike a coin, then 
retreat without completing the cycle, 
for such a retreat would mean that the 
flywheel would have to stop, and then 
start turning in the opposite direction, 
something that never happens. So, 
another explanation must be found. 

That explanation involves die spac- 
ing. When dies are spaced too close 
together, the metal planchet squeezes 
outward, pushes against the restraining 
collar, and then extrudes upward, cre- 
ating a “wire edge,” something unde- 
sirable on circulating coinage. Such ex- 
treme metal movement also results in 


accelerated die wear and breakage. On 
the other hand, dies spaced too far 
apart will result in the planchet metal 
not being forced into the deepest re- 
cesses of the dies, thus causing these 
features to be indistinct. 

In between these two extremes is a 
happy medium; a die setting that will 
produce decently struck coins and, at 
the same time, will not result in ex- 
cess metal being squeezed out past the 
collar. It is obvious that if the dies are 
spaced farther apan than they should 
be, relatively little metal movement 
will occur in the planchet and die 
wear will be minimum, but the re- 
sultant coins will have a weak or shal- 
low appearance. 

For reasons unknown today, at the 
Denver Mint during the 1920s, the 
dies were spaced too far apart for many 
issues, and the resultant coins are in- 


distinctly defined. Particularly notori- 
ous in this respect is the aforemen- 
tioned 1926-D nickel. 

Of a given 100 1926-D nickels sur- 
viving today in a technical grade of 
MS-65, just one or two, if indeed that 
many, probably are sharply struck; the 
rest are flatly struck. A typical shallow- 
ly struck coin in MS-65 grade is worth 
several hundred dollars. However, an 
MS-65 coin with a needle-sharp strike 
is worth several thousand dollars. 
Here, indeed, is a dramatic example of 
how strike can affect a coin’s value. 

One does not have to go back that 
far in history to find instances of weak 
striking. Indeed, the Franklin half dol- 
lar series, minted from 1948 to 1963, 
is dotted with certain varieties that are 
devilishly difficult to find with full 
bell lines on the reverse, a hallmark 
of determining whether this coin is

In the Mercury dime series, 1 9 1 6 to 
1945, a specimen is considered par- 
ticularly desirable if it has full split 
bands on the fasces on the reverse. 
Some otherwise common coins are 
rarities if they possess this feature. 
Notable in this regard is the 1 945 Phil- 
adelphia issue, one of the most com- 
mon of all Mercury dimes and a piece 
that in MS-65 grade is worth, accord- 
ing to The Coin Dealer 'Newsletter, $50. 
However if the piece has full split 
bands on the reverse, the price jumps 
to an impressive $2,100! 

It is fair to mention that such dra- 
matic differences occur in just a few 
20th-century coins, but it is also cor- 
rect to state that significant (if not 
dramatic) differences occur in many 
issues. For example, I venture to say 
that a complete set of Walking Liberty 


half dollars, from the first year of issue 
(1916) to the last (1947) in MS-65 
grade and with needle-sharp definition 
of detail, would be worth two or three 
times book value! 

This leads me to the thought that a 
coin can be rare in more than one way. 
For example, as earlier noted, a 1945 
Philadelphia dime in MS-65 grade is 
common with an ordinary or average 
strike, but with full split bands it 
emerges as a rarity. On the other hand, 
take the 188 1-S Morgan silver dollar. 
This issue, which is one of the most 
popular of all Morgan dollar varieties 
(in November 1987, when this column 
was written, 1 noticed someone was 
even running a daily bid-and-ask quota- 
tion for this particular date and mint- 
mark variety in The Wall Street Jour- 
nal), usually is found sharply struck. 
Show me 1 ,000 examples of the 


188 1-S silver dollar, and chances are 
excellent that 900 or more, possibly 
even all of them, will show well-de- 
fined hair strands on Miss Libeny on 
the obverse and sharp eagle feathers 
on the reverse. 

So, if you are buying an MS-65 
188 1-S dollar, a sharply struck coin is 
par for the course, not the exception, 
and no particular premium is merited 
for a sharply struck piece. This is not 
to suggest that all MS-65 188 1-S 
dollars are equal, for still other as- 
pects intrude. For instance, one coin 
might be attractively toned, while the 
other has unsightly blotches; one spec- 
imen may have coruscating, frosty 
luster, while another is somewhat 
“pasty” in appearance. 

In next month’s installment, I will 
discuss other aspects that determine a 
coin’s value. •

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Hoard Stories — Part 2 


A S MENTIONED IN the first in- 
stallment of this article in the 
December 1987 issue of The 
Numismatist, a hoard generally is con- 
sidered by professional numismatists 
to be a large, original grouping of 
one particular type of numismatic item 
or a few related items. I'o qualify as 
an “original” hoard, the coins must 
have comprised a group on or about 
their date of issuance. A “put-together” 
hoard is a grouping of items accu- 
mulated, piece by piece, after their is- 
suance. 1 he hoards de.scribed below 
consist of U.S. commemorative half 
dollars, but hoards can be comprised 
of any type of currency, be it ancient 
coins. Mercury dimes or proof sets. 

1925 Stone Mountain Memorial 
Half Dollar 

Because of their large mintage, a 
group of 100 to 200 uncirculated 
Stone Mountain Memorial half dollars 
seems to hit the market every six 
months or so. Typically, the bulk of 
the coins grade MS-60 to MS-6 3 , with 
very few pieces grading MS-64 or bet- 
ter. Specimens with intense luster are 
prized by buyers and often are totally 
absent in these hoards.

mems, di.scovercd in 1982, has now 
been well distributed. The coins in this 
hoard originated from the Hud.son Bay 
Company’s museum, where a friend of 
an employee pilfered them and turned 
them in at face value to a bank. The 
teller on duty received permission to 
purchase them personally and later .sold 
them to a Washington State dealer at 
a low price to raise funds for the down 
payment on a hou.se. 

The hoard was divided into tour lots, 
one of which was kept by the dealer. 
A second was sold by Bowers and 
Ruddy, another by Les and Sue Fox, 
and the fourth by dealer Greg Hollo- 
way. The Crown made some rum- 
blings about wanting to retrieve the 
coins but, to my knowledge, nothing 
much came of it. The perpetrator of 
the crime was apprehended. 

The coins were intensely frosty, and 
many had purple and gold peripheral 
highlights. By today’s standards, the 
majority of the hoard would grade 
MS-63 to MS-64. At best, only about 
50 specimens were MS-65. 

1936 York County, Maine, Tercentenary 
Half Dollar 

In the 1950s, famed Maine dealer 
Toivo Johnson possessed numerous 
specimens of the York County com- 
memorative, and it is said that during 


this time 5,000 pieces remained intact 
in one hoard. Today, this issue .seems 
well distributed. The last time 1 was of- 
fered a roll of these was three years ago. 

Other Commemorative Half Dollars 

There still may be 500 Maine Cen- 
tennial half dollars and 200 Maryland 
t ercentenary half dollars held by fam- 
ilies in those areas. Stack’s of New 
York is rumored to hold some of the 
Arkansas Centennial half dollars it 
distributed. These hoards are in strong 
hands and undoubtedly will remain 
there for some time to come. 

Put-Together Hoards 

Individuals have accumulated small 
quantities of commemoratives, though 
the quality of these coins generally is 
not as good as those in the original 
hoards described above. Included in 
these put-together hoards are the El- 
gin, Illinois, Centennial half dollar, the 
1 93 3-D Oregon Trail Memorial half 
dollar, and the Norfolk, Virginia, Bi- 
centennial half dollar. These groups 
most likely will not appear on the 
market for a long time.

Precious Metals. The declining dol- 
lar, widening trade deficit and con- 
cern about falling stock prices result- 
ed in increased sales of gold bullion.

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Olympic Coins. Sales of Olympic 
coinage are heating up. Typically, these 
issues do well prior to and during 
Olympic years and wane the follow- 
ing two years. Can you believe that a 
1 984-W $ 10 piece in proof condition 
is bid near its melt value.^ Also, many 
analysts feel that the 1984-D and 
1984-S gold issues, with mintages of 
only 34,53 3 and 48,551, respectively, 
are reasonably priced at S700 and 
$500, compared to other higher-mint- 
age modern issues. A recurring theme 
—such as the Olympic Games— is the 
key to any coin’s continued popular- 
ity and demand. 

Rolls. The majority of the market 
for average-quality rolls is soft, al- 
though original rolls are always in de- 
mand by astute individuals who hope 
to cherry pick full-band dimes or gem 


specimens of other denominations. 

Silver Dollars. Better-date dollars in 
MS-64 condition or better lead the 
way. Common dates in these grades 
seem firm at current levels of $ 1 50 bid 
in MS-64 and $325 in MS-65. Aver- 
age MS-60 common-date Morgans are 
stable around $2 3— a cheap price for 
such neat pieces of antiquity. 

Commemorative Coins. Sales of 
U.S. commemoratives are mbced, with 
scarcer issues increasing in price and 
common specimens declining. Euro- 
pean demand has been higher this year 
for commems in the circulated to 
MS-60 grades. For Europeans, this is 
perhaps the most popular U.S. series. 

Gold Coins. The market for higher- 
grade gold coins in MS-65 seems to 
have softened, although MS-60 to 
MS-62 gold is heating up. European 


supplies are dwindling, and whole- 
sale prices on MS-60 Saint-Gaudens 
$20 gold at a recent 400-dealer show 
in Dallas quickly escalated from $600 
to $625. 

Foreign Issues. China’s Panda coins 
are still seeking firm support, but 
proof Australian Nuggets seem to be 
the shining star in this area. Australia’s 
market-stimulating brochure on its 
product offers a wealth of information 
and may be obtained free of charge 
simply by contacting GoldCorp Aus- 
tralia, P.O. Box 711, Cooperstown, 
NY 1 3 326. 

Type Coins. Despite that the market 
is somewhat soft, many numismatists 
are using this time to cherry pick 
premium-quality coins, especially those 
that have been certified by one of the 
leading grading services. •

W HKN RETURNING ANA 
Summer Seminar students 
converged on the campus 
of I'he Colorado College this past year, 
they found it quite different from what 
they were accustomed to. The Lloyd 
E. Worner Campus Center, under con- 
struction at the time, had displaced 
Rastall Hall, where many had eaten 
their daily meals. Next to Olin Hall, 
where “Counterfeit Detection” courses 
were held, a new four-story building— 
the Science Facilities Addition — was 
nearing completion. 

On the cast side of the campus, along 
Nevada Avenue, a vacant lot acted as 
a holding bin for the sand and gravel 
excavated for the foundation of this 
latest addition to the growing campus. 
The pile was at least 30 feet high and 
70 feet long. 

What few seminar .students realized 
is that this giant sand pile stood on 
what was once the site of the ANA’s 
first home and headquarters, albeit 
a temporary one. When the ANA 
Board of Governors considered locat- 
ing Association headquarters in Colo- 
rado Springs, the college’s adminis- 
trators offered to vacate a fraternity 
house and turn it over to the ANA for 
use as temporary offices while a per- 
manent building was constructed on 
Cascade Avenue. 

When I first joined the ANA staff 
in 1966, 1 relocated the A.ssociation’s 
editorial offices from Oak Park, Illi- 
nois, to a bedroom on the second floor 
of the old fraternity house; adminis- 
trative offices occupied the first floor. 
While I waited for my own home to 
be built and for my family to join me 
from lola, Wisconsin, at the end of 
the school year, I lived in another 
bedroom on the second floor.

However, I don’t think I would 
have rested comfortably had I known 
the original intent of the hou.se. Only 
recently did I find out that this por- 
tion of Nevada Avenue once was 
known as “Lungers’ Row” and the 
house most likely had been inhabited 
by victims of tuberculosis. 

When collectors think of Colorado 
Springs, they recall the world’s large.st 
circulating numismatic library, a com- 
prehensive museum, a premier authen- 
tication and grading .service, and the 
home of “their” Association, located 
in the heart of gold country. Tourists 
think of Pikes Peak, the Garden of the 
Gods, and the United States Air Force 
Academy, while the military regards 
the area as a great place to retire. 

More recently, Colorado Springs has 
been discovered by high-tech indu.stries 
to be an ideal site for a second “Silicon 
Valley.” But the city owes its begin- 
nings to a far less auspicious group. 
Colorado Springs’ early population 


growth was tacit recognition of the 
curative powers of its thin, clean air 
and its restful high altitude. It was a 
haven for consumptives, later called 
“tuberculars” and derisively known 
to those not afflicted with the disease 
as “lungers.” 

The metropolitan area was dotted 
with convalescent homes, open-air 
camps and dozens of hospitals, both 
public and private. Organizations such 
as the Woodmen of the World and 
Union Printers .sent their tubercular 
members to recuperate in little one- 
room, octagonal huts of wood or can- 
vas. The poor came to live in local ho- 
tels and rooming houses, while the rich 
enjoyed the country-club atmosphere 
of a place called Cragmor Sanatorium. 

Cragmor still exists, but it no longer

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hosts those suffering from the “great 
white plague.” Today, it is part of the 
campus of the University of Colorado 
at Colorado Springs. From its crea- 
tion in 1 905 to its demise a few years 
before the ANA relocated to Colorado 
Springs, Cragmor served as a curative 
spa for the wealthy, a tubercular facility 
for Navajo Indians, and a Veterans 
Hospital before being turned over to 
the state for academic purposes. 

The heyday of the sanatorium was 
in the 1920s. Cragmor’s main facility 
was designed as the centerpiece of the 
“village.” Its ivy-trimmed walls be- 
came a local showplace, though few 
people, other than the patients’ close 
relatives, cared to visit. Patients were 
housed in suites with sleeping porches, 
and a huge greenhouse supplied fresh- 
cut flowers for every room. 



The huts, though small and sparsely furnished, were airy and light.

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An entity in itself, Cragmor had its 
own school that offered classes in 
French, German, Spanish and Italian. 
The Educational Convalescence School 
even had a resident poet, Australian 



Ernest Moll, who conducted a course 
on shon story writing. The grounds 
housed a drugstore and grocery, along 
with a barber shop and beauty salon. 

In keeping with its stand-alone spirit. 


Cragmor Sanatorium also had its own 
coinage. The coinage was produced by 
a Denver firm in denominations from 
5 to .^0 cents for use on the grounds. 
Although the tokens were short-lived 
and never completely replaced silver 
coins and paper money, “they enjoyed 
frequent use in The Little Shop and at 
the V^illage gambling tables,” as re- 
searcher Douglas R. McKay noted in 
his book Asylum of the Gilded Pill. 

Ironically, Cragmor Sanatorium’s 
success helped speed its failure. The 
hospital did its job too well. Its wealthy 
patients cured, Cragmor could not af- 
ford to continue operating. The tokens 
of Cragmor are scarce and eagerly 
sought and, in their own tenuous way, 
tell a little of the story of the ANA in 
Pikes Peak country. •

There seems to be no end 
to the variety of schemes used to sell 
an ounce of silver for as much as $50 
and more. 

One very official-looking bulletin 
purports to be a repon from Washing- 
ton. The ad claims the report is “re- 
printed with permission,’’ but does not 
reveal its origin. The main thrust of the 


promotion is that coins have been the 
number-one tangible investment dur- 
ing the past 15 years and should be

purchased now as protection from the 
impending 10-percent inflation. 

It states that if you purchased 100 
new silver dollars in 1 960, they would 
be worth $50 each today and you 


would be $5,000 richer. This pro- 
moter claims that the 1986 silver Eagle 
issue was an immediate sellout, dou- 
bling in value overnight, and expects 
that the 1987 silver Eagles will be 
worth $50 each in just a few years. 

Even more outrageous is the con- 
tention that one 1986 Eagle has 
been determined to be in perfect 
MS-70 condition and valued at 
$1,500. Prospective buyers are en- 
couraged to purchase silver Eagles 
in original Mint rolls that might 
contain similar MS-70 pieces because 
they are packaged exaaly as they come 
off the press “with no scatches, no 
mint marks and no surface imperfec-

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tions.” How is that for a new defini- 
tion of “mint mark’’!

If you believe that silver investors 
have earned 39 percent on their sav- 
ings in the past 12 months, and that 
silver prices may soon return to their 
1980 levels, then you must have en- 
joyed reading the recent “Urgent 
Notice’’ from “Vault #C99.’’ 

In addition to these unfounded re- 
marks, the flyer goes on to promote 
1987 silver Eagle bullion pieces by 
stating that supplies are limited, that 
they will not be sold by the U.S. Mint 
to the American public, and that 1987 
production will stop at the end of 
the year. 

It also guarantees that every piece 
they sell is in investor grade MS-65 + , 
and claims that if history repeats itself, 


prices will double as supplies become 
scarce. Most daring is the flyer’s state- 
ment that these coins will be released 
to the American public for S24.95 
each— only through this company.

A sales agreement or guarantee is an 
absolute necessity for investors, espe- 
cially for first-time buyers who know 
little about numismatics. All kinds ot 
guarantees are used by both honest and 
dishonest dealers, so the very existence 
of such a document is no assurance of 
an honest transaction or foolproof in- 
vestment, but it may be of some help. 

Most problems arise when buyers 
who believe they are protected by a 
guarantee find that the agreement is 
not as binding as they thought, or that 
the dealer is no longer in business when 
they want to liquidate their investment. 


A common complaint today is that 
coins purchased as MS-65 five or more 
years ago are now graded MS-60 to 
MS-63, and worth far less than ex- 
pected. If a sales agreement or guar- 
antee states that coins will be repur- 
chased at the same grade as when sold, 
investors feel entitled to current MS-65 
price levels, no matter how the coins 
might be graded today. 

The problem is not easily resolved. 
Coins that qualify for the MS-65 rating 
and price were, indeed, priced high and 
sometimes graded higher five years ago, 
and dealers did not anticipate a declin- 
ing market that would demand higher 
and higher quality to sustain values. 

Had the marketplace admitted to 
declining values, the grade designation 
would have remained con.stant, but 
quite the opposite happened. Pro- 
moters claimed that prices were rising

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steadily and that it was only the percep- 
tion of grade that was going down. 

To avoid repurchase, some promot- 
ers of investment coins use maneu- 
vers that are really quite innovative. 
The claim that grading standards have 
changed is the most prevalent. Others 
state that some time limit has passed, 
or that they can no longer be sure 
particular pieces are the same ones 
they sold to the customer. Investors 
often are accused of damaging pieces 
through improper storage, thus lower- 
ing their value. 

An offer to place your coins in a 
public auction will only see them sold 
at whatever price levels are appro- 
priate for their aaual grade, and usually 
they will not realize their original pur- 
chase price. 

Buyers should be sure to read, un- 
derstand and be ready to demand that 


guarantees be enforced exactly as 
written. If a seller does not stand be- 
hind his merchandise, remember, there 
are others who do, and they deserve 
your business. I recently saw a sales 
contract that actually stated it was the 
buyer’s duty to verify the grade and 
authenticity of the coins, and the seller 
accepted no responsibility in the trans- 
action now or in the future. The care- 
less buyer who signed that agreement 
now regrets it. Always read your con- 
tract carefully and remember, an oral 
contract just isn’t worth the paper it 
is written on!

Silver dollars continue to be the most 
heavily promoted investment coins, 
and, although ads now seem to con- 
tain fewer gimmicks, they perhaps em- 
ploy more outright deception. 


An example is a recent mailing that 
states simply that inve.stors in Morgan 
dollars have made more than 600- 
percent profit in le.ss than five years, 
and that Morgans are one of the hot- 
test rare coin investments today. 

Notwithstanding that the silver dol- 
lar market has been rather soft, I would 
seriously like to hear from any inve.stor 
who actually has received a 600-per- 
cent profit on Morgan dollars pur- 
chased in the last five years. I do not 
mean paper profits or Grey Sheet 
estimates, or profits made by dealers. 
I promi.se to publish the results in a 
future column if anyone can convince 
me that such profits really exist. 

This particular advenisement closes 
by offering to provide individualized 
portfolio management, and asks that 
you tell them how much money you 
have to invest. •

Group Reports on Project 

As noted in the December 1987 is- 
sue of The Numismatist (p. 2599) the 
Russian Numismatic Society has taken 
upon itself the ambitious task of cata- 
loging scrip notes of the Russian Amer- 


ican Company in Alaska. The RNS 
has recently released, as a feature arti- 
cle in the Autumn 1987 issue of Jour- 
nal of the Russian Numismatic Society, 
“a brief interim summary” of the 
group’s research thus far. “These pre- 
liminary findings,” note the article’s 
authors, “are offered in the hope that 
they may stimulate readers to con- 
tribute additional data and to criticize 
and supplement our work.”

Obituaries 

JOSEPH PERRONE-ANA 68677 

Joseph Perrone, a founding member 
of the Pennsylvania Association of 
Numismatists, died of cancer on Sep- 
tember 29, 1987, at his home in 
McKees Rocks, Pennsylvania. He was 
65 years old. 

Employed for 40 years as a machin- 
ist in the wheel and axle division of 
U.S. Steel in McKees Rocks, Perrone 
served the Chartiers Valley Coin Club 
as president from 1971 to 1974, and 
as its chairman since 1975. He was 
founder and past president of the Pitts- 
burgh Egyptian Numismatic Society, 


and a member of the ANA since 1971. 

Perrone is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Joyce Coulson of McKees Rocks, 
and Karen Watkins of Carnegie, Penn- 
sylvania; his mother, Lucia Perrone of 
McKees Rocks; three sisters, Mary 
Wagner and Rose Mychalishyn, both 
of McKees Rocks, and Ida Sacco of 
California; and two grandchildren. 

GLENN B. SMEDLEY-LM 296 

Glenn B. Smedley, ANA public re- 
lations director emeritus, died Decem- 
ber 3 1, 1987, of emphysema, in Col- 
orado Springs, Colorado. He was 85 
years old. 

Born on July 1 3, 1902, in Sangamon 
County, Illinois, Smedley was an Il- 
linois resident until 1977, when he 
moved to Colorado Springs. A self- 
taught electrician by profession, he re- 
tired a senior engineer from Common- 


wealth Edison Company in 1964. 

Upon retirement he devoted his full 
attention to numismatics, and the 
ANA in particular, by continuing his 
role as assistant to the editor of The Nu- 
mismatist, Elston Brad field. Brad field s 
health was failing and during 1 966-67 
Smedley acted as editor of the maga- 
zine for 1 1 months until Edward Ro- 
chette was named permanent editor. 

Assistant to the editor was not the 
first role played by Smedley at the 
ANA. He joined the Association in 
1939, served as governor from 1953- 
57 and was named its first vice presi- 
dent in 1958. Eeeling that his work on 
the staff of The Numismatist conflicted 
with his position on the board, Smed- 
ley dropped out of politics in 1959, 
then re-entered to serve as governor 
from 1967 to 1977. One of his most 
notable accomplishments for the ANA

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was to initiate and develop the highly 
successful visual education program. 

Active on numerous ANA commit- 
tees, including the club representative 
committee on which he is remembered 
as particularly effective, Smedley was 
awarded the ANA Medal of Merit in 
1953 and the Farran Zerhe Memorial 
Award in I960, was elected to the 
ANA Hall of Fame in 1982, and was 
named a Krause Publications Numis- 
matic Ambassador. 

Smedley perhaps is best known as a 
numismatic writer, having penned a 
regular column for The Numismatist 
entitled “Numismatic Vignettes” from 
1960 until 1985. The first readership 
survey, taken in 1968, revealed that 
“Numismatic Vignettes” was the most 
popular column among readers of the 
magazine. Smedley also received four 
Heath Literary Awards for articles pub- 


lished in The Numismatist in 1957, 
1958, 1979 and 1983. His articles also 
were featured in Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine and Essay-Proof Journal. 

Instrumental in numerous other nu- 
mismatic organizations, Smedley was 
a founder of the Society of Paper Mon- 
ey Collectors, pa.st president of the 
Chicago Coin Club, honorary vice 
president of the Numismatic Associa- 
tion of South Australia, and a member 
of the California State Numismatic 
Society, Canadian Numismatic As.so- 
ciation and others. 

His collecting interests included ob- 
solete Illinois bank notes, paper mon- 
ey, vignettes, essay proofs, engravings 
and Victor David Brenner material. 
Smedley’s catalog of Brenner works, 
published in the July and August 1983 
issues of The Numismatist with sup- 
plements in the December 1984 and 


April 1987 issues, is considered the de- 
finitive work on the subject. 

In the March 22, 1980, edition of 
Numismatic News in his “Who’s Who 
in the Hobby” column, Ed Reiter de- 
scribed Smedley as “one of the most 
diligent toilers in the . . . field.” 

N. Neil Harris, current editor of The 
Nu?nis?natist, recalls that Smedley was 
a great help as a source of logical, 
sound advice. Harris recalls, “Glenn 
had a great sense of fair play and never 
buckled for political reasons. He was 
one of the most principled men 1 have 
ever known.” 

Smedley is survived by his wife, Flor- 
ence; three daughters, Marilyn Reyn- 
olds of San Diego, Joyce Fenelon of 
Chicago Heights, Illinois, and Glenda 
Fish of La Grange Park, Illinois; three 
brothers; two sisters; six grandchildren; 
and seven great-grandchildren. •

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Signature Identifies “Omega” Counterfeit 


M ention the omega 
counterfeit and many in- 
dividuals immediately think 
of the U.S. 1907 high-relief S20 gold 
piece with Roman numerals, one of 
four types of spurious specimens of this 
coin documented by the ANA Certifi- 
cation Service. This particular counter- 
feit specimen receives its name from 
the “omega” insignia in the eagle’s 
talon on the reverse. The counterfeiter 
apparently was so plea.sed with his 
work that he decided to use the Greek 
letter as his signature. 

The Omega specimen is an attractive 
counterfeit with terrific eye appeal. Its 
weight and metal composition arc ac- 
curate, as is the case with most U.S. 
gold counterfeits. Although the “ome- 
ga” signature is enough to identify the 


coin as a counterfeit, it is imponant to 
recognize other characteristics of this 
deceptive piece.

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Reviving Smedl^ey’s “Vignettes” 


I N DECEMBER THE hobby lost One 
of its wittiest and most well-liked 
characters— Glenn Smedley, for- 
mer public relations director of the 
American Numismatic Association and 
an enshrinee in the ANA’s Numis- 
matic Hall of Fame. For a fair number 
of years, he provided readers of The 
Numismatist with a monthly collection 
of comments and a colorful assortment 
of unusual news items. His column 
was called “Numismatic Vignettes,” 
even though many of the items had 
little or nothing to do with collectors 
or collecting. But then, lots of things 
under the banner of “numismatics” 
these days seem to have little to do 
with them either. 

Glenn stopped writing several years 
ago when his health began to fail. 
However, during the many years of his 
column’s publication, his often irrev- 
erent observations attracted quite a 
following, and many readers sent him 
their own comments and news clip- 
pings for future columns. The editorial 
staff of The Numismatist, believing that 
the “vignettes” tradition should be 
continued, asked me if Fd like to adapt 
this format for my column because, I 
assume, they think Fm also irreverent 
(and, coincidentally, Glenn used to live 
not all that far from me in Chicago). 

In keeping with another tradition, 
readers are encouraged to submit their 
comments, observations and clippings 
to me for possible use on this page. 
With that explanation completed, it’s 
time to begin this first installment. 


A RECENT SURVEY of nearly 3,300 col- 
lege freshmen in Indiana indicated that 
almost 25 percent of them did not 
know that the primary language of 
England is English. One of the coor- 


dinators of the testing said he was ap- 
palled at the students’ lack of geograph- 
ical knowledge. 



Our “common” language has a few 
major differences, of course. We call 
it “elevator,” while in the United King- 
dom it’s a “lift.”

Numismatic terminology differs 
among English-speaking collectors as 
well. In Australia, mint-error special- 
ists refer to a clipped, or incomplete, 
planchet as a “bitten edge,” certainly 
a colorful description for a coin with 
a section missing. 

Attention notre dame fans! The 
school’s record is safe for a while 
longer. No, Fm not talking about foot- 
ball or basketball— I mean the record 
for “musical chairs.” 

The Singapore Tourist Promotion 
Board was not successful in its attempt 
to break the world’s record for a game 
of musical chairs, which was estab- 
lished on September 6, 1985, at the 
University of Notre Dame in South 
Bend, Indiana, when 5,151 “fighting 
Irish” battled for possession of 5,150 
chairs. On November 15, 1987, Sin- 
gapore officials attracted only 4,889 
participants to a sports stadium for 
their mass musical-chairs game. After 
four hours of competition, one per- 
son was left sitting in the last re- 
maining chair. 


Perhaps the editors of the Guinness 
Book of World Records might consider 
listing the scramble for available 
dealers’ chairs — and bourse tables— at 
the popular coin and stamp shows 
staged in Long Beach, California.
